PANIC AT OPERA; 
NIELSEN ENDS Ir. 


Smoke from the Hotel Cafe 
Causes Alarm in the Audi- 
ence at Auditorium 
Theater. 


SONG STOPS A STAMPEDE. 


Stanza of “Star Spangled Ban- 
ner’’ Assures All Present 
That There Is No Real 
Danger. 


While the tenor, Constantino, was singing 
his song of grief and rage to the faithless 
Lucia last night, in the second act of the 
opera, Lucia di Lammermoor,” at the Au- 
ditorium theater, lifting the emotions of his 
hearers to an intense pitch, a penetrating 
odor like that of burning pitch suddenly filled 
the house, and in an instant panic prevailed 
in the great audience. 

Simultaneous cries of Fire came from 
the body of the theater and from the gal- 
leries, and a hundred hands pointed in a 
hundred different directions, stage, sides, and 
rear, to indicate where the source of the 
alarm was supposed to be. None pointed 
right, for there was no fire; smoke from the 
hotel café having entered through a defective 
ventilator. 


Calmed by Alice Nielsen. 

Every one was standing, shouts had 
drowned ofit singer and orchestra, and a rush 
which soon must have been resistless had 
started from the danger regione nearest the 
stage and farthest from the rear exits, when 
Alice Nielsen, who in the role of Lucia had 
been crouching in mimic fear under the lash 
of her lover’s invective, rose up, stretched 
out her arms toward the audience, and began 
to sing the first stamza of The Star Spangled 
Banner. 

She had acted fear and anguish by shrink- 
ing and by wringing of hands. She met real 
peril with calmnes$ and an utter absence of 
theatricalism. 

Her first notes were not heard, but her ap- 
pearance, slender, white robed, commanding, 
had a psychological effect. 

Then Sig. Conti, the conductor, caught the 
spell, and the orchestra took up the patriotic 
air at the bar the prima donna was singing. 

Nielsen sang like an inspired béing. Her 
voice, clear and of potent volume, rose over 
the crash of the orchestra, and above the 
turmoil of an audience secking slowly to 
check its clumsy, crushing movement. 


Cool Headed Men Intervene. 

Persons looking down the house from its 
elevated rear saw varied forms of instinctive 
self-protection. 

Here afd there groups of men had inter- 
posed themselves between the columns in 
front of them and their women companions 
behing them. In the lower tier of boxes, as 
if by a common impulse, the men arranged 
themselves along the front, presenting a solid 
line to repulse an expected deluge frot the 
parquet occupants over the low railing. 

In one of the most exposed boxes were 
seated Mr. and Mrs. Stanley Field, Mr. and 
Mrs. W. R. Odell, Mr. and Mrs. Morris 
Johnston, Mr. and Mrs. Walter Keith, and 
Mr. and Mrs. R. Hall McCormick Jr. he 
men were among the first to take position in 
the line of the boxes. 

In the next box in the rear Will J. Davis, 
center of a genuine fire tragedy, was the Host. 
He was on his feet early, a quiet, observant 
figure. 

Foreigners Are Quieted. 

Detectives Mills and Costello of the Cen- 
tral detail shouted in several languages that 
there was no fire in the building and that 
everything was all right. 

The detectives emphasized their shouts by 
seizing several excited foreigners, who in 
their extreme terror attempted to leap over 
the railing to the main floor of the building, 
more than 100 feet below. Most of the occu- 
pants of seats in the gallery and second 
balcony were Russians and Italians, and 
when they heard themselves addressed in 
their native tongue and assured that there’ 
was no danger, they settled back in their 
seats with few exceptions. 

Probably 200 people left the theater during 
the threatened panic. Nearly all of these 
were in the balconies, but oge woman in a 
box, who fainted, was helped from the build- 
ing by an escort, and when order had been 
restored it was found that two of the boxes 
had been emptied. 

Fainting Women Recover. 

Gradually self-control returned to the au- 
dience. Several women who had fainted 
were brought back to consciousness and 
those who had been pushed away from their 


geats started back towar d them. 
As the noise in the theater lessened the 


singer and the orchestra were left in con- 
quering possession. Before this moment ar- 
rived, however, Manager Milward Adams 
half walked, half ran, from behind the scenes 
and reached the side of Miss Nielsen, around 
whom the members of the chorus and the 


principals already were clustering. 
‘There is no fire,” he cried to the singer. 


Then he tried to give the same message to 
the audience, but he was not heard. 

Constantino, whose wife was in a rear 
dressing room, and who had hastened to her 
at the first alarm, came back, and with the 
other principals tried to join in the stirring 
but unfamiliar American wir. 


Curtain Is Partly Lowered. 

While she sang Nielsen stood directly 
under the three-quarter way lowered irop 
curtain. ‘The barrier was started downward 
while the panic was at its height, and the 
sign that it was working aided in the work 
of reassurance. It would have been lowered 
entirely had it not been for the position of 
the singer. It came down far enough to 
graze the head of Sig. Perini, who was sing- 
ing Raimondo. 

As calm was being restored a strong voice 
in the audience shouted, “ Give us the sextet 
again.“ 

Just before the threatened panic the au- 
dience had clamored so vigorously for a sec- 
ond encore of Donizetti's famous sextet that 
it was with difficulty the orchestra and 
chorus were heard as they proceeded with 
the score despite the demand. But now the 
renewed cry for the sextet was heeded. 

Miss Clara Herrick, 2221 Prairie avenue, 
and her betrothal party arrived just after 
order had been restored in the audience. 
Her engagement to Arthur Havemeyer of 
New York had been announced at a dinner 
at her residence earlier in the evening. She 
is a graduate of Bryn Mawr, which benefits 
by the week of opera. 

Exit Doors Open Easily. 

After the act was finished that was inter- 
rupted by the fire scare, some of the men in 
the audience went around examining the 
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THREE LIVES ENDED BY GAS. 


Woman, Daughter, and Young 
Man Perish in Candy Store. 


CAUSED BY DEFECTIVE PIPE. 


Investigation Clearly Proves That the 
Deaths Were Accidental. 


Gas which eecaped from a defective pipe 
caused the death of three persons yesterday 
in a candy store at 11 Johnston avenue, near 
Milwaukee and California avenues. After 
a thorough investigation the police decided 
that the deaths were caused accidentally, as 
there was nothing to indicate that any of the 
three persons had contemplated suicide. 


The Dead. 


MILLER, ALBERT, 10 years old;

The accident was first discovered by John 


Mozealous, 1155 Maplewood axenue, an ex- 
pressman who knew the Walters family and 
Was a customer at the little store. Mozeal- 
ous passed the store about 2:30 p. m. and his 
attention was attracted by a crowd of chil- 
dren in the doorway. They told him gas 
was escaping at the keyhole. After trying 
the door and finding it locked, Mozealous 
notified Capt. John M. Haines of the Attrill 
street police station, and asked for two de- 
tectives to help investigate. He returned 
with Policemen Cronin and Hennessy and 
forced open the door. 


Entire House Full of Gas. 

The house was full of gas and gas was 
found pouring from a disconnected pipe 
under a window bench in the storeroom on 
the ground floor between the meter and the 
street main. The bodies of Mrs. Walters 
and her daughter were found in the living 
rooms above the store. Miller was found 
dead on a couch bed behind a showcase in 
the store. 

After the bodies had beén taken from the 
house to Donoghue’s undertaking rooms, 1240 
North California avenue, a plumber was 
called in and the gas shut off. The two 
sections of the disconnected pipe with the 
evidence of a faulty, joint were taken to 
the Attrill street poli¢e station and will be 
produced as evidence at the coroner’s in- 
quest, which will be held at 10 o'clock to- 
morrow morning. 


* Miller’s Presence Explained. 

Miller's presence in the house was ex- 
plained by Mrs. N. W. Adams, 40 Park ave- 
nue, Mre. Walters’ daughter. She said the 
young man was engaged to her sister Flor- 
ence and that the two Friday night had at- 
tended the drill and ball of a military organi- 
zation of which he was a member. Because 
of the lateness of the hour when they re- 
turned and the cold weather Miller was in- 
vited to stay over night and to accompany 
Miss Walters to work next morning, as both 
were employed by Sears, Roebuck & Co. It 
is thought the pipe became disconnected dur- 
ing the early morning hours. 

The eurviving members of the Walters 
family are Mrs. N. W. Adams, 40 Park ave- 
nue, and Mrs. C. H. Porter, 5751 Prairie ave- 
nue, daughters, and Mrs. John R. Cummina, 
288 Gladys avenue, and William Thompson, 
569 Humboldt avenue, sister and brother of 
Mrs. Walters. 

The store building was owned by Mrs. D. 
J. Murphy, North California and Johnston 
avenues. Mrs. Walters had been in charge 
of the store since the death of her husband

DIVIDENDS ARE TOO LARGE; 
COLLEGE FINANCIER RESIGNS. 


President of Cincinnati University 
Book Store Quits When Payment of 
110 Per Cent Is Declared. 


Cincinnati, O., Feb. 28.—[{Spectal.]—John D. 


‘Ellis, president of the senior class at Cin- 


cinnatt university, and president of the Uni- 
versity ctub, fs no longer Président of the 
University CoSperative Book Store company. 

Back of his resignation is a story of divi- 
dends greater than those of the Standard 
Oll company, and in which President Dab- 
ney, several professors, and a few students 
participated, as the result of books and sup- 
plies sold to the university students. 

President Dabney, Prof. Hicks of the 
department of economics, Dr. Evans of the 
chemistry department, and most of the other 
professors and several students were the 
stockholders. 

A 20 per cent dividend was paid at the end 
of the first six months and a year from that 
time a dividend of 110 per cent. In_addi- 
tion, the stockholders were allowed a month- 
ly discount of 6 per cent on all purchases. 
The manager was paid a salary and a com- 
mission on all sales. 

Other students complained that the com- 
pany had degenerated from a students’ co- 
operative body to a business concern, paying 
more dividends than Standard Oil.

JUDGE RULES ON “RELIGIOUS.” 


Decides M. M. Mangasarian’s Society 
Answers Description and That Pew 
Rent Must Be Paid. 


The question of what constitutes a religious 
organization was brought up in Municipal 
Judge Gemmill’scourt yesterday when C. H. 
Castle, a former trustee of the Independent 
Religious society, of which M. M. Mangasa- 
rian is lecturer, refused to pay for the rent 
of three seats he had engaged for the season. 

Mr. Castle said the organization was not 
formed for religious purposes, and that re- 
ligious principles and dogmas were not 
taught. He held it was an anti-religious in- 
atitution, which denied the existence of a 
eupreme being and performed no acts of wor- 
ship. Circulars of the society were intro- 
duced to support the contention. Authori- 
ties on both sides were cited. Several die- 
tionaries were consulted to establish the ex- 
act meaning of the terms “ religion” and 
„ worship.” 

Judge Gemmill held the society was a re- 
ligious organization and entered a judgment 
for $37.50. 

The Suit followed the resignation of Mr. 
Castle as trustee several months ago. He 
and other members of the board, it is said, 
objected to the policy of Mr. Mangasartan, 
who, they believed, was attempting to con- 
trol the business management of the so- 
ciety to their exclusion,

The initial steps toward the most sweeping 
city wide crusade against vice, including the 
prosecution of some of the church pillars ”’ 
who permit the rental of their properties for 
immoral purposes, was taken at a meeting of 
the Law and Order league held in the First 
National bank building yesterday afternoon. 

The crusade is to have its spectacular side, 
as there will be marching and meetings of 
armies of 100,000 boys and the same number 
of grown folks to cover the entire city in gen- 
eral, and the levee in particular. Noted 
speakers from all parts of the world are to 
be engaged, so that all classes bf society and 
all nationalities may be reached. In the bat - 
tle all religious sects and differences will be 
forgotten, and there is to be a thorough 
blending of Catholicism and Protestantism 
for the occasion. Thousands of dollars are 
to be raised by private subscription and oth- 
erwise to carry on the fight, a goodly sum 
already being subscribed. 


Prominent Workers Present. 

At yesterday’s meeting were many men 
and women prominent in church, society, 
and philanthropic work. Owing to the bellef 
of some of those interested that the plans 
have not yet been fully matured, an attempt 
was made to withhold the facts from publi- 
cation, but it developed that among others 
present were the following: Arthur Burrage 
Farwell, Mra. Mary R. Barker, Miss Lucy 
Hall. the levee worker; the Rev. W. Plumer 
Bryan, the Rev. W. O. Shepard, the Rev. 
A. H. Harnley, the Rev. James Shields, Lucy 
Page Gaston, and representatives of the 
Chicago, Woodlawn, and Englewood wom- 
en's clubs. 

Dr. William Burgess was made chairman 
of a committee of 100 to push an aggressive 
warfare against every form of vice, institute 
prosecutions and the like, and it was solemn- 
ly agreed to keep the organization utterly 
free from politics. The committee promises 
to bring about a betterment of the general 
moral and sgocia) conditions.

Good News from Busse. 


These persons brought details of the maa- 
ner in which the train was wrecked—near 
Mineral Point, a short distance east of 
Johnstown, Pa., Friday midnight—but the 
most ,interesting news they had was the 
tiding# that Postmaster Busse, though badly 
bruised and in great pain, was probably not 
| dangerously hurt. 

Later reports by wire confirmed this gen- 
eral statement. The Altoona correspondent 
of THz TRIBUNE saw Mr. Busse in the hos- 
pital in the afternoon. He found the post- 
master cheerful in spite of his battered con- 
dition. His injuries are thus described: 

Big ard little cuts and bruises across hig 
face are much in evidence. His eyes are 
black and blue, and the right one is swollen 
almost completely shut. Over one eye is a 
long, deep gash. On different parts of his 
body there are a score or more of cuts and 
bruises. His ankle is swollen double its 
normal size. His back, chest, and arms are 
contused. One thigh is badly lacerated. He 
suffers greatly from the constant pain,but 
is able to obtain partial ease by alternating 


from a bed to a Morris chair. He takes the 


situation philosophically and expresses his 
feelings by saying it was lucky that every 
one escaped from being killed.“ 


Going to Bed as Crash Came. 

It appears that at the time of the accident 
Mr. Busse was preparing to get in his berth 
for the night. He had removed his coat, 
vest, and shirt, but had on his shoes and 
trousers. He lost, as a consequence, all hig 
other clothes, his sult case, and personal 
belongings. 

For nearly an hour he was imprisoned in 
the car and laved the cold waters of the 
Axes and bars were used te 
break up the débris of the wrecked train, 
and finally Mr. Busse, along with the others 
imprisoned with him, wes able to emerge 
from the wreckage. They remained con- 
scious, but were almost completely ez- 
hausted. 

The ordeal of being under the débris of 


three feet of frigid water during one of the 
oldest nights of the winter was an experi- 
ence beyond the postmaster’s reckoning. 
At his side when the wreck occurred was 
Frank T. Rogers, president of the Postal 
Clerks’ association. He is badly bruiged, 
but managed to escape the fearful raps that 
Mr. Busse encountered. 


Concerned Over Mayoralty. 

When asked concerning what effect the 
accident would have in relation to his can- 
Gidacy for mayor, Mr. Busse said it could 
in no way interfere. He realized with great 
reluctance that he would not be able to be 
present at the primaries in Chicago tomor- 
row. The postmaster, of course, knows he 
will be nominated without opposition, but 
was regretful at being unable personally te 
look after his campaign.

Like the latter, he 
is bruised all over the body, and in addition 
to these injuries he has a punctured ieft 
lung, two fractured ribs, and a broken collar 
bone, which makes his condition dangerous.

M. H. Singer’s Narrow Escape. 
M. H. Singer, manager of the La Salle the- 
ater, considers his escape practically with- 
out injury as little short of miraculous in 
view of the fact that heavy pieces of wreck- 
age crashed through the car close to his 
body. His injuries consisted of several slight 
cuts and bruises. He reached Chicago last 
evening. : 
I had heard several tremendous thumps 
on the springs of the car earlier in the even- 
ing and was somewhat worried, although I } 
am not sure that such bumps are unusual 
when a train is going at great speed,“ said 
Mr. Singer. I was sound asleep when the 
crash came, and for several minutes re- 
mained where I had been thrown, believing 
it was a dream. Then I looked up and saw

The air was so cold, however, 
and my garments were so thin that I crawled 
back into the wreck and remained there for 
some minutes. 

“A few minutes later 1 heard a voice 
shouting to a victim, a voice that I recog- 
nized as that of Jake Kern. I crawled out 


it to leave the track as it was rounding the 
curve. He said a conductor expressed that 
opinion. Mrs. Loeb claims to have been the 
only woman in the observation car who was 
unable to regain any of her clothes. 

„ When we awoke we were buried beneath 
the partition of our compartment,“ she said. 
After we had crawled up through a win- 
dow to the outside of the car we helped Frank 
L. Brown out. We wete suffering severely 
from the cold and Mr. Brown volunteered to 
go back after his suit case. He found a fur 
overcoat for me and some socks and blankets 
for himself and Mr. Loeb. 

What espécially impressed me was the 
contrast in the appearance of the crowd 
frém the observation car when they were 
served with coffee and rolls about 5 o'clock 
this morning, and the same crowd when we 
dined last evening. We had a.regular dinner 
party in the evening. Then in the morning 
to see the same persons with begrimed faces, 
some with «towels wrapped about their 
feet for shoéa, with blankets for clothes, and 
all kinds of makeshift apparel, I couldn't 
réfrain from laughing, despite the horrible 
reality of it all.“ 

Mrs. Loeb says there were reports of loot- 
ing. immediately after the wreck. She heard 
one woman complain that some one had 
stolen her jewelry valued at $4,000." Mrs. 
Loeb left a fur cloak and dresses valued at 
$2,000 in the car.

They reéntered the wrecked car 
and got our clothes and baggage, all the 
time quieting the alarmed passengers and 
guarding against the use of matches.’’ 


Ghouls Early at Work. 


“The coach in which I was imprisoned 
did not stop rolling until ghouls and robbers 
commenced their work,“ ie the declaration 
of Hiram Tyrel, a mining capitalist of Salt 
Lake City, who arrived at the Stratford 
hotel late in the evening.« Mr. Tyrel sus- 
tainec a severe scalp wound, had a hole in 
hig upper lip, and was bruised about the body. 
He was able to travel and came to Chicago 
on a late train last night. 

He gave an experience similar to others in 
the wreck, but went into the details of oo- 
currences after the accident that showed a 
possibility that train wreckers might have 
caused the accident. 

** Hardly had the sleeper in which I had a 
berth ‘stopped rolling,’’ he said last night at 
the Stratford hotel., when I felt some one 
going through my pockets I asked: ‘ What 
do you want?’ and the man said.‘ We are tak- 
ing care of the valuables." There was a 
woman standing near him and she said, 
Please get my valise, it contains my dia- 
monds. He said he would and started off. 

The fellow went to the wrecked sleeper

Dr. Coke 
is the clergyman whom Mr. Kern mentions 
as having conducted a prayer meeting. 

It was a time to try men’s souls, said Dr. 
Coke. I fell under a seat and lay there 
when the car reached the bottom. I was 
badly shaken up, but didn’t have a scratch. 
Lying alongside of me was a man, James 
Moran of Philadelphia, who I thought was 
dying, so I said a prayer for him. I after- 
wards learned he didn't die. After the ex- 
tent of the wreck had been ascertained a few 
of us held a short prayer service at my sug- 
gestion.” 

Praises Heroism of the Women.

Imprisoned Under Debris.

Many of them were in their 
night clothes. The night was bitter cold and

The more 
tortunate passengers who were still in the 
smoking compartments when the wreck oc- 
eurred hurried to their relief with overcoats 
and wraps.

McDonald in Tears, 


Mr. Trude said that McDonald spent Fri- 
day evening at his residence. 

The old man cried like a baby, said 
Mr. Trude, but he insisted that he would 
see his wife through.

Archie Guerin, the artist's 
brother, caused a violent scene when he went 
to the coffin to look at his brother’s face for 
the last time. He burst into tears and had to 
be assisted away.

Chat fleld-Tay tor, '86, as toastmaster, intro- 
duced President Schur man as the first

The president was greeted with the college 
yell and football song, after which he epoke 
of present conditions and work in the uni- 
versity and cf the need of support upon the 
part of its alumni and friends. 

** I rejoice in the reaction against the mod- 
ern craze for wealth at any cost,” he said, 
and I foresee,a return to the old perennial 
truth that man lives not by bread alone.

May Resort to Condemnation. 

It it shall be held that Mr. Ward's claim 
that no building can be erected on the lake 
front is valid, that is not the end of this 
matter. Then the south park commissionerfs, 
under the act of the legislature of 1903, will 
begin condemnation proceedings against 
Montgomery Ward, and a jury will deter- 
mine what, if any, damages Montgomery 
Ward's property suffers by reason of the 
erection of the museum building at the foot 
of Congress street, east of the IIlinois Central 
tracks, 

Mr. Ward will then deny the validity of 
the act of 1908. If the court holds that the 
act is valid the museum will be erected on 
the lake front regardless of the outcome of 
this injunction suit. 

‘‘ Whichever way the decision of the lower 
court goes the case, of course, will go ulti- 
mately to the Supreme court. Probably it 
will be a year before the litigation is entirely 
cleared away. 

Federal Deeds Are Cited. 

Mr. Ward contends in his petition that the 
federal government and subsequently the 
commissioners of the Illinois and Michigan 
canal sold lots facing the lake front on the 
understanding that the iand east of Michigan 
avenue was ‘ public ground, forever to re- 
main vacant of buildings,’’ and that the lots 
were bought at a greatly enhanced price 
because of this understanding. The reserva- 
tion of the land by the government and the 
canal commissioners was subsequently con- 
firmed, it is maintained, by city ordinances 
and by acts of the state legislature passed in 
1861 and 1863. 

The extension of Lake Front park by the 
construction of made land to the harbor 
line was done, it is claimed, for park pur- 
poses and under the same limitations as gov- 
erned the remainder of the park. 

The petition goes om to declare that the 
rights of property owners to prevent the 
erection of buildings in the park was af- 
firmed by a Superior court decree entered 
Sept. 14, 1896 and later affirmed by the Su- 
preme court, by which the city was ordered 
to remove all buildings then existing in the 
park with the exception of the Art inetitute, 
in regard to which, in the language of the 
petition, Mr. Ward waived his rights.” 

A similar decree against the south park 
commissioners was entered Feb. 3, 1902, in 
the Circuit court and affirmed by the Superior 


court.

He did se 
in a speech in which he said: ‘* The supreme

“The democratic party is unalterably 
pledged to municipal ownership of all public 
utilities, to the end that service for the 
whole people rather than profit for a few 
shall result from the operation of public 
necessities: Progress in the achievement 
of this great end has been made by this 
administration to the point of providing 
furids through Mueller certificates for the 
purchase and equipment of the traction prop- 
erties, and the Mueller law and the certifi- 
cate ordinance have been brought to a hear- 
ing before the Supreme court, after being 
sustained in every. particular in the lower 
tribunal. Pending the action of the court 
on the Mueller certificates this administra- 
tion entered into negotiations with the trac- 
tion companies to secure rehabilitation of 
the lines after agreement for an immediate 
purchase price. 

In the course of these negotiations the 
traction companies, backed by the stock- 
jobbing interests of New York and Chicago, 
made unreasonable demands upon the city 
and finally secured from the council, over 
the veto of Mayor Dunne, ordinances that 
are so drawn as to make municipal owner- 
ship practically impossible. 


Denounces Car Ordinances. 


“These ordinances are now before the people 
on referendum, and should be voted down. 
Pretending on their face to provide for mu- 
nicipal ownership, they are, in fact, private 
franchises for twenty years or more. 

Much was conceded by the administra- 
tion during the negotiations for the ordi- 
nances, with a view of making a peaceful 
settlement, enabling the city to municipalize 
at any time upon reasonable notice. These 
concessiong were reasonable if that object 
could have been accomplished, but, under 
these ordinances as submitted to the people, 
municipal ownership is practically impossi- 
ble. For this reason the democratic party 
condemns the ordinances and urges the peo- 
ple to defeat them at the polls. 

The democratic party irrevocably pledges 
itself and its candidates to the principle of 
the referendum. Whatever may be the will 


be executed faithfully by their representa- 
tives. Should these ordinances be approved 
by the people, notwithstanding their danger- 
ous character; we must have public officials 
who will steadfastly guard the people's 
rights therein. If, however, these ordinances 
are defeated by the people we must have 
public officials who will prevent the enact- 
ment of other franchise ordinances. In the 
event of the defeat of the ordinances at the 
polis the city should assert its right under 
tue eminent domain act and- condemn these 
properties in the courts. Pending the con- 
demnation of the property and rights of the 
companies the city should not énter into any 
further negotiations except for the purpose 
of temporary occupancy of the streets under 
licenses revocable at any time at the will of 
the city. 


Want Easier Referendum. 


*“ We firmly believe in the right of the pub- 
lic to be freely heard upon referendum on 
all important public questions, and we most 
emphatically condemn the amendments to 
the present ‘ public policy ’ referendum law 
recently introduced in the city council. 
While seemingly for the purpose oftassuring 
the genuineness and honesty of referendum 
petitions, these amendments are in fact cal- 
culated to make the obtaining of signatures 
to such petitions to the number required by 
the law utterly Impossible, We demand that 
the percentage of signatures required for 
such petitions be greatly reduced and that 
the results of such referendums be manda- 
tory upon the city council. 

We reiterate our demand for home rule 
in Chicago on matters of local concern and 
insist that all citizens should have the largest 
measure of personal liberty that may be 
compatible with peace and good government.

URGE DEFEAT OF DUNNE. 


GOOD TEMPLARS DENOUNCE HIM 
FOR REIGN OF WICE. 


Appointment of Philip Goodman, a 
Former Saloonkeeper, as M. 0. En- 
voy te Europe iIntalt to City, Says 
the Rev. G. E. Parisoe, Whe Calls 
Upon Voters to Defeat the Mayor 
and Elect a Worthy Candidate as 
His Successor. 


Mayor Dunne was denounced for the open 
lawlessness of the city and for sending Philip 
Goodman, former saloonkeeper, on a three 
months’ study of municipal ownership in the 
British isles, Holland, and Belgium, at a 
meeting of the International Order of Good 
Templars in Willard hall last night. 

The principal speaker was the Rev. George 
E. Parisoe, who gained something more than 
a local reputation by his successful campaign 
in closing notorious saloons in Highwood. 
Speeches also were made by Lucy Page Gas- 
ton of the Anti-Cigaret league and by W. A. 
Brubaker, prohibition candidate for mayor. 

The Rev. Mr. Parisoe spoke on The Ethics 
of Sober Llving.“ After painting a word pic- 
ture of general depravity and crime brought 
about by saloons, he attacked the mayor. 


“Mayor Laughs at You.” 

“Perhaps some of you here tonight live in 
& community where you are troubled with 
beer gardens, houses of 111 repute, and.gam- 
bling.“ he said. You have perhaps peti- 
tioned the honorable mayor that licenses be 
revoked. Perhaps you want saloons closed 
on Sunday. But your honorable mayor 
laughs at you. 

“You see a strong, corrupt political ma- 
chine, and are afraid to attack it. But who is 
to blame? Is it the man who corrupts the 
office, or the people who allow him to obtain 
that offige? The people of Chicago instead 
of talking about their mayor ought to give 
him great praise. Did he not tell you before 
he was elected the Sunday ordinance would 
not be enforced? 

Are you today watching the party tactics 
of that mayor? Don't you think it time for 
you to wake up and see that such a daring 
person be kept from another term? Go to 
the polls on election day—get a hustle on you 
before the unworthy candidate has beaten 
the worthy. 


Should Hang Head in Shame. 


Party leaders have induced the most de- 
graded voters to go to the polls.

Work in Historic Conflagration.

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How serious the question becomes as to 
which form is cérrect is shown in“the fact 
that Hurd's statutes for 1906 contain more 
than fifty notes by the editor raising the 
question as to whether the acts are valid 
because their titles do not refer to all prior 
amendments to the acts. 


Confusion Over Amendments. 


“Divergence of opinion arises because 
some decisions hold that an amendment to an 
act has the effect only of tacking something 
on to.the original act, leaving it to stand as 
the original act as amended. Others hold that 
a separate and distinct act purporting to 
amend an act removes the prior act from the 
statutes. And in consequence that a third 
act purporting to amend an original act with- 
out reference to the second act attempts to 
amend something which no longer exists and 
leaves the second act in full force and effect. 

One of the cases to which’ the editor of 
Hurd refers is the Louisville and Nashville 
railroad company vs. East St. Louis (134 
Illinois, 661). This cage upholds the view 
that specific reference to all amendments 
is necessary. 

On the other hand. the case of the school 
trustees vs. school district (73 Illinois, 249) 
takes the position that if an amending act can 
be identified properly as to what it purports 
to change in the existing law it isa valid act. 
even though a mistake be made in referring 
to the act intended to be amended. 

In the village of Melrose Park vs. Dunne 
becke (210 Illinois, 422) the court says that 
the weight of authority Is in favor of consid- 
ering an act valid whether ell amendments 
are referred to or not. and states that the 
Louisville and Ne@hville case is an excep- 
tion to thelgeneral rule. But in the Melrose 
Park case the court was aided in its opinion 
by the presence in the act before it of a 
section containing a repeal of all acts or parts 
of acts in conflict therewith. 


Legislators Not Careful Enough. 


Our Supreme court says that the general 
assembly frequently amends acts wi.hout 
knowing whether or when certain-amend 
ments thereto have been made. It may be 
stated also that most legislators rely on 
Hurd’s statutes in drafting bills, and that 
those statutes omit, in some instances, to call 
attention to all amendments to the several 
acts. This means that if the bill drafter is 
to be absolutely sure he is referring to all. 
the amendments to the act he proposes to. 
amend he must examine the session laws. 

In any event, whether it be necessary or 
not to refer to all prior amendments in the 
title or manne élause, or both, the matter 
is in doubt. hen one considere the large 
number of acts in our statutes concerning 
which the question bas been raised, one may 
readily realize how important it is that the 
matter be thoroughly diecussed, specially by 
members of the legislature and by lawyers 
generally. Thus the assembhmen may de- 
cide the better how to frame the titles of the 
scores of amendatory acts now before them 
for considertaion.

Call to Face Present Issues. 
Dr. Foster. takes a broad view of the pres- 
ent situation, as follows: 

The questions of the present hour are stilt 
more fundamental than those ‘with ‘whith 
New England theology or its*hmmediate suc- 
cessors. have had to concern themselves: ‘A 
ringing call is sounding through the air to 
face the true issue, the reality of God's super- 
natural interference in the history of man 
versus the universal reign of unmodified law. 

The question is not whether the old evan- 
gelical scheme needs some adjustments to 
adapt it to our present knowledge, but 
whether its most fundamental cone pt ſon, the 
idea of the gospel, is true. A re Ii gion founded 
on God's self-revelation of himse if, or a pure 
rationalism by which truth in re ligion is at- 
tained as it s in physics. or any other realm 
of knowledge—these are the antithese® 

‘ Before this ali the half way compromises 
of the present day must be given up. Men 
must take sides. They must either be for the 
gospel or against it. Evasions as to the 
reality of the evangelical miracles must be 
abandoned. Criticism which rende rs every 
individual lineament of the portrait. of Christ 
uncertain must put an end to its indefinite~- 
ness and either give us a Christ, or, c onfess- 
ing that it knows nothing reliable about him, 
must attempt the formulation of a theology 
which has no Christ except as it has a 
Socrates and a Confucius, if it cam What 
the future may hold no eye of man can dis- 
cern.” 


Destruction“ of New England Idea. 

Dr. Foster devotes several hundred pages 
to his destruction of the New England 
theology doctrines and theories, an d sume up 
his statements as follows: 

‘ Hence there were three things in particu- 
lar which it was a pressing’ necessity that 
Ne w England theology should do: 

1. Abandon. the Calvinistic conception 
and use of the sovereignty ot God tm fav or 
of a néw recognition of the facts of human 
nature. 

2. Read@just itself to an evolutionary view 
of revelation and of human history. : 

“3. Introduce the new idea or a lfving and 
not an abstract God imto Christology. 

“ As @ practical fact, the leaders ofthis 
theology were unable to do these “things. 
When their successors came into our chairs 
they found they could not do their manifest 
professional duty and make use of their pred- 
ecessors’ labors. It was mec to begin 
again. Just as the old exegesi# wae anti- 
quated by a new point of view of all thedlog- 
ical themes the old theology was also anti- 
aua ted. And thus New England theology 
pe rished rom the face of the earth.”

FOR CLEAN, ROUGH ATHLETICS. - 

Against the “ Champs.”—Our chief interest should not lie in the great cham- 
pions of sport, but to encourage in every way a healthy rivalry which cha 
give to the largest possible number of students the chance to take part in | 
vigorous outdoor games. | 

Everybody Should PlayIt is of far more importance that a man shall play 
something himself, even if he plays it badly, than that he should go with hun- 
Greds of companions to see some one else play well; and it is not healthy for 
either students or athletes if the terms are mutually exclusive. 

Rough Games All Right.—I do not in the least object to a sport because it 
fs rough. Take football, for instance. There is no justification for stopping 
a thoroughly manly sport because it is sometimes abused, when the experience 
of every good preparatory school shows that the abuse is in no shape neces- 
@arily attendant upon the game. 

Cultivate Courage. We cannot afford to turn out of college men who shrink 
from physical effort or from a little physical pain. In any republic courage is a 
prime necessity for the average citizen if he is to be a good citizen; and he 
needs physical courage no less than moral courage. Athletics are good, espe- 
cially in their rougher forms, because they tend to develop such courage. 
They are good also because they encourage a true democratic spirit; for in the 
athletic field the man must be judged not with reference to outside and acoi- 
dental attributes but to that combination of bodily vigor and moral quality 
which go to make up prowess. 

But Also Work.—Play while you play and work while you work: and, 
though play is a mighty good thing, remember that you had better never play 
at all than to get into a condition of mind where you regard play as the serious 
business of life or where you permit it to hamper and interfere with your doirg 
your full duty in the real work of the world. 


ADVOCATES ACTIVE, PRACTICAL POLITICS. . 

Preserve Individuality.—A course of study is of little worth if it tends to 
deaden individual initiative and cramp scholars so that they only work in the 
rute worn deep by many predecessors. 

Productive Scholarship—The greatest special function of a college, as dis- 
tinguished from its general function of producing good citizenship, should be 
so to shape conditions as to put a premium upon the development of productive 
scholarship, of the creative mind, in any form of intellectual work. 

Geo In for Politics.—-A man may neglect his political duties because he is too 
lazy, too selfish, too shortsighted, or too timid; but whatever the reason may 
be it is certainly an unworthy reason, and it shows either a weakness or worse 
than a weakness in the man’s character. 

Beware of Overrefinement.—If your education, the pleasant lives you lead, 
make you too fastidious, too sensitive to take part in the rough hurlyburly of 
the actual work of the world, if you become so overcultivated, so overrefined that 
you cannot do the hard work of practical politics, then you had better never 
have been educated at all. You forfeit your right to be considered one of the 
governing and you become one of the governed instead—one of the driven cattle 
of the political arena. 

Parlor Reformers.—Small is the use of those educated men who in after life 
meet no one but themselves, and gather in parlors to discuss wrong conditions 
which they do not understand and to advocate remedies which have the prime 
defect of being unworkable. 

Advisers Without Value-—The judgment on practical affairs, political and 
social, of educated men who keep aloof from the conditions of practical life is 
apt to be are peas to those other men who do really wage effective war against 
the forces of baseness and of evil. 

Political “ Wrongheads.”—The political wrongheadedness of such men is 
quite as great as that of wholly uneducated men; and no people could be less 
trustworthy as critics and advisers. 

Get Results.—Remember that normally the prime object of political life 
should be to achieve results and not merely to issue manifestoes—save, of 
course, where the issuance of such manifestoées helps to achieve the results. It 
is a bad thing to be morally callous, for moral callousness is disease. But in- 
flammation of the conscience may be just as unhealthy so far as the public is 
concerned. 


EXPLAINS STATE RIGHTS CONTROVERSY. 

As to State Rights-—There has been a curious revival of the doctrine of 
state rights in connection with certain questions by the people who know that 
the states cannot with justice to both sides practically control the corporations, 
and who therefore advocate such control because they do not venture to express 
their real wish, which is that there shall be no control at all. 

States Powerless.—The states have shown that they have not the ability to 
curb the power of syndicated wealth, and, therefore, in the interest of the people 
it must be national action. 

A to People’s Wrong State rights should be preserved when they mean 

the people's rights, but not when they mean the people's wrongs; not, for in- 
stance, when they are invoked to prevent the abolition of child labor, or to 
break the force of the laws which prohibit the importation of contract labor to 
this country; in short, not when they stand for wreng or oppression of any kind 
or for national weakness or impotence at home or abroad.

BLAMES TENEMENTS OF CITY 
AS TUBERCULOSIS BREEDERS. 


Dr. Theodore Sachs Says City Must 
Have Special Corps of Inspectors if 
Health Is to Be Preserved.

Jefferson City, Mo., Feb. 23.—[Special.]— 
The state board of health, which made a 
cursory visit to Jefferson City in response to 
a resolution from the legislature, is being 
censured by members of the legisiature for 
its laxity in permitting an epidemic of small- 
pox to get beyond its control in this and 
other cities of the state. 

There were fifty cases of the disease in 
Jefferson City before the illness of Repre- 
sentative Salts in the statehouse wae dis- 
covered. Dr. Crandall, a member of the 
house, says that Mr. Salts’ case is one of the 
worst he has aver seen.

“The tenement problem in Chicago will 
never be solved until the city has a complete 
tenement department with a full corps of in- 
spectors,”” said Dr. Theodore Sache last 
evening in an address on “ Tuberculosis ”’ 
at the public Ubrary building.

ing need. A large number of our tenements 
must be torn down, and that at once, if the 
spread of tuberculosis is to be checked. It 
must. be said of the present building inspec- 
tor, Mr. Bartzen, that be has enforced the 
building ordinances more strictly than any 
previous official, but there are many things 
he cannot do. 

The street cars in Chicago are nests of 
germs, deposited in the sputum of passen- 
gers: That is another point at which we need 
reform. I love Chicago, but I think she 
needs a lesson in cleanliness. 

I never could see, the speaker continued, 
“why people have window shades in houses., 
If I had my way, they would go—every one 
of them. Of course such a question brings 
up an endless discussion with the house- 
keeper. The sunlight disturbs the piano; it 
d@isturbe the furniture; it disturbs the car- 
pets.

STATE’SNEW MOVE? 


Jerome Believed to Be About 


to Spring Big Surprise 
on the Defense. 


WIFE SEEMS STRONGER. 


Visits Tombs Looking Better 
from Rest; Mother Denies 
_ Bribe Rumors. 


New iork, Feb. 28.—[Special.]—By the time 
District Attorney Jerome is through with his 
cross examination of Mrs. Evelyn Nesbit 
Thaw it is believed he will have sprung some 
surprises that have not been anticipated by 
the lawyers who are trying to save Harry K. 
Thaw both from the electric chair and from 
Matteawan asylum for the insane. Addi- 
tionel surprises may come when young 
wife’ ordeal is over. 

Mr. Jerome’s work is again directed to the 
insanity experts who already have piled on 
Thaw's case the burden of insanity that will 
be hard to throw off. Before this return to 
experts, however, the district attorney prob- 
ably will bring out the testimony of two 
Pittsburg physicians, Dr. Deemar and Dr. 
Bingaman, both of whom have come here 
for the defense, but have been practicaily 
converted into witnesses for the prosecution. 

Mr. Jerome has had long talke with these 
physicians. At least one of them said he 
knows a lot about insanity in the collateral 
branches of the Thaw family. Apparently 
Thaw’s lawyers have not been anxious to 
call the physicians to the stand again. 


May Show Thaw Still Insane. 


Mr. Jerome got from them in open court 
on Thursday the assurance that they will be 
on hand next week when wanted. It may 
be from what he has learned from the physi- 
clans, combined with the admissions already 
made by medical experts, that Mr. Jerome 
intends to show that if Thaw was insane 
when he shot Stanford White his mental 
malady was of such a nature that it could 
not have been entirely cured up to the pres- 
ent time, if at all. One of the physicians will 
swear, it is said, that at least one of ths 
members of the Copley branch of Thaw’s 
family has shown a homicidal mania. 

Thaw's wife and mother both were visitors 
at the Tombs today. The younger woman 
Was there early and remained from 10 o'clock 
until 12:45 o’clock this afternoon. She was 
looking much better than she did yesterday, 
when the effects of the atrain to which she 
had been gubjected were extremely notice- 
able. Mrs. William Thaw reached the Tombs 
while her daughter-in-law was there and 
came out before the younger woman left. 

While the elder Mrs. Thaw was waiting 
for her carriage, which was delayed in reach- 
ing the Tombs entrance, a lot of photograph- 
ers clustered around her and began to take 
‘ pictures. 

Stop taking those pictures,’’ she said with 
some spirit just as the chauffeur brought her 
electric cab to the curb. Mrs. Thaw was 
driven to the office of Mr. Hartridge when 
she left the Tombs. 


Counsel Laughs at Insanity Rumor. 


Mr. Peabody of Thaw’s legal staff had a 
long talk with the prisoner this morning. He 
was asked about the rumor that the district 
attorney might apply for a commission of 
lunacy for Thaw after more expert testi- 
mony had been heard: To this Mr. Peabody 
replied: 

“ Thaw is as sane as any man. The talk 
that he is not in his right mind is now abso- 
lutely without foundation. Not only is he 


able to cotisult with counsel, but he shows 
a grasp of detail about his case that is sur- 
prising. He remembers everything he wrote 
that may be brought up in connection with 
the case. Not only does he remember all 
about his letters, but he remembers the dates 
of them as well.“ 

Clifford W. Hartridge of counsel for the 
defense gave out the following statement 
this afterno his office for Mrs. William 
Thaw, who thtewas in conference with 
him: : 

‘Mrs. William Thaw desires it understood 
that the statement that she or any member of 
her family gave any money or any other in- 
ducement to Mrs. Evelyn Nesbit Thaw for the 
position she has taken is untrue, unwar- 
ranted, and unjust. 


Says Jerome Acted Unfairly. 
Mr. Hartridge this afternoon gave out a 
statement which he was anxious should be 
printed just as he made it. It is as follows: 
„The statement in one or more of the 
morning papers, which wae written as if 
leaking from the district attorney's office, 
concerning the district attorney's attitude 
and purporting to give out his intentions 
to apply for a commission in lunacy for 
Harry Kendall Thaw was the most out- 
rageous and unwarranted thing which yet 
has occurred in the trial, remarkable for the 
number of false stateménts made about the 
defendant and his wife. 
It is only necessary to the fair minded 
public to.call their attention to the fact that 
Dre. Deemar and Bingaman testified before 
Mrs. Evelyn Thaw was put on the etand in 
order to have the public apprectate that the 
district attorney was not impregsed so much 
with the value of their testimony regarding 
insanity at the time, but that it wag only 
after Mrs. Evelyn Nesbit Thaw had revealed 
to the world the horrible overpowering cause 
which culminated in a mind temporarily 
overturned at the time of the fatal act that 
the testimony of those two doctors became 
so remarkably important for the district at- 
torney’s side. 


„Might Influence the Verdict.’’ 

“It is palpably unfair that the press of 
New York, which directly or indirectly might 
reach some of the jury, should print state- 
ments purporting to give the district attor- 
ney’s attitude, but which, in reality, tends 
to influence a result other than that of ac- 
quittal.“ g 

Mr. Hartridge would add nothing to this 
statement. It is said that the defense had 
two new witnesses, who had important tes- 
timony in Thaw’s favor. So greatly upset 
were the lawyers over what they considered 
Jerome’s idea of the lunacy commission that 
it wae semi-officially announced ff it were 
necessary to show Thaw now ifs sane and able 
to advise with his counsel, he would be put 
on the stand so the jurors would have a 
chance to decide for themselves.

CROCKER LOSES FEE SUIT. 


FRENCH COURT DECIDES DOCTOR 
CAN RETAIN $20,000. 


Holds Charge of Plaintiff That Can- 
cer Specialist Used “Moral Vio- 
lence” Is Unfounded—Blames Amer- 
fean for Calling In Another Physi- 
clan and Assesses Costs Against 
Him—Big Price Demanded on 
Threat of Abandoning Case.

PARIS, Feb. 23.—The court rendered its 

decision today in the case of George Crocker 
against Dr. Doyen, by which Crocker sought 
to recover $20,000 he paid to Dr. Doyen in 
1904 in the hope that the doctor would cure 
Mrs. Crocker of a cancer. Crocker charged 
that Dr. Doyen obtained the fee from him by 
“moral violence.” The court decided in 
favor of Dr. Doyen. Crocker is ordered to 
pay the expenses of the suit. 

The court justified Dr. Doyen on every 
point, denied that moral violence had been 
used, and blamed Crocker for his treatment 
of Dr. Doyen, which, it held, had prevented 
the doctor from fulfilling his contract. The 
court admitted that the fee was extremely 
large, but held that it could not interfere 
with a contract duly made. 

In 1904, two years after Dr. Doyen had an- 
nounced his discovery of a cure for cancer, 
he was called to attend Mrs. Crocker at 
Cannes. He said he could cure her, although 
her case had been pronounced hopeless by a 
noted American physician. 

Crocker says Dr. Doyen refused to name 
his fee beforehand, but that after he had been 
treating Mrs. Crocker for about two weeks 
he told Mr. Crocker over the telephone that 
the fee would be $20,000 and that it must be 
paid at once or he would abandon the case. 
Crocker paid the amount, although he 
thought the charge outrageous. 

Mrs. Crocker grew worse as the treatment 
proceeded till at length Crocker called in an- 
other physician, who advised him to dismiss 
Dr. Doyen. He did so. Mrs. Crocker died 
two months later in Newport. 

Crocker asked the court, in case it should 
decide in his favor, to donate the amount 
awarded him to the Pasteur institute of 


France. 


BRYAN AND DUNNE GET JOLT; 
FALL 15 FEET IN ELEVATOR. 


Accident at Sherman House Gives Bad 
Fright to Nebraska Orator and Chi- 
cago’s Mayor.

Women Snatched from Death.

HOOK OF HOLLAND, Feb. 28.—A life 
boat went oyt again at low tide early this 
morning and saved Miss Thiele, Mrs. Wein- 
berg, and Minna Ripler, Mra. Weinberg’s 
maid, from the wreck of the steamer Berlin. 
They were in a most exhausted condition 
Including Capt. Parkinson, who was taken 
off a piece of wreckage by a lifeboat soon 
after the Berlin struck, the rescued number 
fifteen, of whom six are women.

She was thus landed 
safely. The others were similarly landed.

PROPOSED FRENCH LAW WON’? 
LET A CENTIME ESCAPE. 


Banks and Other Financial Institu- 
tions to Be Impressed Into Service 
of the Government That No Con- 
ecealment May Be Possible—Mauach 

' Money Leaving Country for Invest- 
ment to Escape Burden—Levy on 
Foreigners Made Higher. 


— 


PARIS, Feb. 28.—The new system of in- 
tome tax proposed to parliament is estimated 
to produce $188,800,000, against $138,000,000 
under the old system. Incomes from all 
sources are to be levied on under the pro- 
posed plan and taxes that have been in ex- 
\stence in France under the restoration, the 
second empire, the second, and the third 
tepublics are to be abolished. 

Banks must keep records of all transac- 
Uons in bonds, stocks, and bills of exchange 
for the inspection of treasury agents, and 
must deduct the tax when due from all cou- 
pons, stock dividends, etc. ~ 

As much money already has gone abroad 
tor investment to escape the threatened tax— 
« considerable amount to the United States 
and as it is feared that much more will fol- 
iow, the framers of the law have elaborated 
a double dragging method for bringing such 
\nvestors into the government net. 

In the first place the holder of foreign se- 
turities residing in France who receives or 
deposits abroad dividends, interest, etc., 
must make a declaration within three months 
after Jaa. 1 of each year covering the pre- 
veding year. Failure to do this or fraudu- 
dent declaration subjects the offender to a 
fine equal to half the amount not declared 
and a tax equal to triple the sum of which 
the treasury has been deprived for each year 
before the discovery of the fraud. 


Stiff Curb Put on Banks. 


Furthermore, French banks with branches 
abroad, or foreign banks with branches in 
France, are liable to a penalty of $20 a day 
for any delay after official notification to 
allow treasury agents to inspect a complete 
list, brought up to date every six months, 
ef the accounts of their clients. Any omis- 
Mon will subject the firm to a fine of from 
$100 to $200. All such establishments must 
keep registers of all sums or securities sent 
abroad for deposit or investment. 

Both foreign government and-foreign pri- 
vate securities are subjected to slightly heav- 
ler burdens than French rentes and French 
stocks, undoubtedly with the idea of in- 
ducting French investors to keep their funds 
at home. The tax on the income of rentes is 
per cent, that on foreign government se- 
turities totals 5 per cent, exclusive of the 
initial stamp tax of 2 per cent on the face 
value. A corresponding increase is provided 
for if the foreign stocks or bonds when 
placed on the French market sell above par. 


Make Tax Higher on Foreigners. 

Private foreign stocks and bonds on the 
French market bear the same burdens as for- 
eign government securities. Corresponding 
private French securities pay only 3 per cent 
or 4 per cent, according to their character. 

The only persons exempt from the gradu- 
ated income tax are ambassadors and other 
diplomatic and consular officials, but only 
where the country which they represent 
grants similar immunities to French diplo- 
matic and consular officials. 

This new scheme of taxation is for purely 
federal purposes and does not affect local 
departmental and communal taxes.

Cuba. No election will be held until the nec- 
essary regulations are adopted and approved 
in Washington, nor will .any election be 
called until the country is ‘quiet and peace- 


ful, until threats against the Americans have 
‘subsided, and the people show a disposition 


to realize the serious character of the task 
before them. 
Last Chance for Cuba Libre. 
There is no threat on the part of the United 


States that it will refuse to repeat the pro- 


cess again and again, and that it will not 
intervene between times to reéstablish good 
government. There is to be no string to the 
new Cuban republic, except that tied by the 
Platt amendment when the United States 
set up the first Cuban republic. 

Nevertheless it is a fact well understood 
in Washington, and probably equally well 
understood in Cuba, that this is the last 
chance on earth for Cuba libre. President 
Roosevelt, who is so determined to fulfill his 
pledge, and who has refused to be begulled 
by any of the specious arguments for an 
American protectorate, will be the first to 


recognize the fact that two downright fail- 


ures to govern themselves would be sufficient 
proof that the Cubans were unable to de it 
and that the United States must do it. 

The Cubans must know that he is. not a 
particularly patient man, and that after a 
Cuban government had been established by. 
President McKinley, and another Cuban 
reéstablished by President 
Roosevelt, they can expect nothing more or 
less than permanent American occupation, 
‘ownership, and control. 


Plot to Force Annexation. 


There is said to be a movement on foot in 
Cuba already which recognizes the fact that 
the Cuban government to be set up this year 
will be a failure within a remarkably short 
time. It will be in the hands of radical men 
to a large extent, and they will be apt to 
embroil the country with other nations and 
particularly with the United States. 

Taking advantage of this probability, 
number of the substantial men in the island, 
including planters, miners, and large busi- 
ness men, have conceived a plan for forcing 
the annexation of Cuba with a promise of 
statehood. To accomplish this they will en- 
deavor to get the new government, when it 
is about falling to pieces, to propose volun- 
tary annexation to the United States, with 
the single condition that the island be made 
a sovereign state with two senators and 
the legal number of representatives. 

That is a proposition which if made by the 


Palma government might have proved at- 


tractive to many American citizens. At the 
present time statehood isthe last thing which 
the average public official in Washington will 


‘consider as possible for the island of Cuba. 


The United States will not annex Cuba with 
It will tolerate an in- 
efficient or corrupt Cuban government fora 
reasonable length of time, and then it will 


reach out and take the island, but without 


making any conditions whatsoever. 


Next Congress May Settle Cuba. 


Congress will adjourn with this policy well 
defined. If the Cuban government is estab- 


“lished before the next meeting of congress 


and goes to pieces during the recess the leg- 
islators will come back here to find them- 
selves called upon to legislate for that island 
exactly as they have done for the Phillppines 
and Porto Rico, with absolutely no limita- 
tions except those set by the constitution of 
the United States. 

There will be no grant of statehood by the 
administration and no promise of it either 
expressed or ‘implied. The United States 
will own the island in fee simple, and it will 
do with it as it seems best for our own peo- 
ple and for the people of the Island as well. 

This is the message which is practically 
being conveyed to the Cuban leaders today. 
They are being told they are to have their 


chance, but it is a last chance, and when 


they lose it they will lose their individuality 
and will come into the United States not ag 
a state but as a territory wholly subject to 
the will of congress.

SAYS CANDY 8 NOP CARDY 


Tells League of Cook County Clubs 
School Stores Sell Veriest of Adul- 
terations—Licorice Made eof Sand 
and Lampblack—W. L. Bodine Says 
Parents Cause Much Truancy bp 
Home Actions — Father Quille Asks 
Educational Co-operation. . 


The assertion that candy sold to Chicago 
school children in the neighborhood shops is 
nearly .all adulterated was made by Miss 
Grace Nicholes yesterday in an address be- 
fore the League of Cook County Clubs in the 
rooms of the Chicago Woman's club, Fine 
Arts building. Not only did Miss Nicholes 
say the candy sold tn school stores is adul- 
terated but she submitted an analysis of 
samples to prove it. 

Here are some of the conclusions of the 
inquiry: 

Licorice—Contains no lHoorice. Instead is made 
of starch, sand, and lampblack. 

Gumdrops—Made of starch, wood splinters, and 
an ‘‘ indescribable mucilaginous substance. 

Almeonds—Gulitiess of real almond. Made of 
starch, sand, and aniline dye. 

Lemon @rop—Is lemonless. 
aniline dye. 

Miss Nicholes then called attention to the 
forms of candy which are in fact not candy at 
all. Some of these are the butterless butter 
scotch, the honeyless honey drop, and the 
peppermint stick without peppermint. 

Miss Nicholes said that others ought to en- 
courage the making of home candy, and thus 
prevent the purchase of the adulterated can- 
dies bought of the school stores so harmful 
to the health of the child. 


Parents Cause of Truancy. 

W. L. Bodine, superintendent of compul- 
sory education for the Chicago public schools, 
discussed The Problems of Truancy,’ and 
said in part: 

One of the principal causes of children 
going wrong is the mismated individuality 
of the parents. For the child's sake it is to 
be regretted that so many parentsafter mar- 
triage take the position that united we stand, 
divided we stand better.“ Backward life in 
school often means forward life in wrong- 
doing in the child. The public schools are 
doing as well as they can, but they have a 
great protjem to solve. 

“I agree with Judge Mack of the Juvenile 
court that the John Worthy school should 
be abolished and a farm. school for delin- 
quents established. Eighty per cent of tru- 
ants are cigaret smokers. But this evil is 
just as prevalent among the children of the 
rich as among those of the poor. In the near 
future the problem of saving the spoiled 
children of the rich will be ag important as 
saving the neglected children of the poor.” 


Father Quille Asks Co-operation. 

The Rev. C. J. Quille, chaplain of St. 
Charles School for Boys, discussed Co- 
operation Between Public and Parochial 
Schools.“ 

He sald there were 100,000 pupils in pa- 
rochial schools in Chicago, and that he 
favored coiperation with the public schools 
in the matter of transfers, with a view of 
reducing the amount of truancy. 

More evil 1 done by boys between 16 
and 21 who live in cheap lodging houses than 
by truante under 16 years of age,“ said the 
speaker. We must reach this rapidly in- 
creasing class if we are to save the boys 
under 16.”

The suppression of the smoke nuisance ”

If, as seems entirely probable, the commis- 
sion follows out this line off inquiry, it will 
examine the operations of a score of stock 
pools and bond syndicates in which Harriman 
and other directors have been interested. 

As an aid to this line of resest ch there are 
excellent reasons for believing the commis- 
sion seriousiy is considering the advisability 
of examining the records of tne clearing 
house and the New York stock exchange. 
Tt is known; that this matter has been under 
advisement, but whether a decision has been 
reached as to its power to get the records 
cannot be learned.

Bome question has been raised as to whether 
or not Harriman himself will be called to the 
Stand. Two of the five members of the com- 
mission have been reported as maintaining 
that an examination of the Union Pacific's | 
president would give him an “immunity | 
path.“ And they take the position, accord- | 
ing to report, that a strong basis for crim- 
inal prosecution already has been laid against | 
him in the discovery of his contract with 
Senator Clark for the suppression of ccm- 
petition between the San Pedro, Los Angeles 
and Salt Lake and the Union Pacific. The 
best available information is to the effect 
that Herriman can be examined on all other 
points without gaining immunity for this 
reported deal. a 

Unless there is a change of plan by the 
commission's attorneys the examination of 
Harriman will begin on Monday. He has 
been subponaed to appear on that day and 
has been preparing his testimony diligently 
for several weeks, holding frequent confer+ 
ences with Otto H. Kuhn of Fuhn, Loeb & 
Co.; with Judge Lovett, his counsel with 
William Mahl, controller, and Alexander 
Millar, secretary of the Union Pacific, and 
with various directors of his lines. 

If the attorneys of the commission begin 
with Harriman's appearance on the Union 
Pacific stage they will likely first go into the 
operations of the syndicate, then variously 
known as the Kuhn-Loeb syndicate or the 
Vanderbilt sfndicate, which. bought ihe 
Union Pacific from the government. This 
syndicate early in 1898 paid the United States 
about $60,200,000 for the Union Pacific, which 
then was in default in its payments to the 
government, and took possession of the road 
on Feb. 1, 1898. 


Seek Ownership of Short Road. 

Among the lines owned by the defunct 
Union -Pacific company was a short road 
called the St. Joseph and Grand Island. 
Union Pacific reports from that time up 
to the present show the ownership of no 
securities of this company, yet successive 
Union Pacific maps have given it as @ part 
of its system and railroad manuals have de- 
scribed it as controlled by the Union Pa- 
elfic interests. 

In the early sessions of the commission 
eyidence was produced to the effect that the 
Union Pacific had purchased since June 30 
last $4,957,300 worth of St. Joseph and Grand 
Igiand. stock. From Whom this stock was 
purchased and the price paid for it were not 
revealed. Harriman, who appears to have 
been in control of the road for the last nine 
years, is relied on to give the information. 

It ie hoped to secure also from Harriman 
definite information regarding the applica- 
tion of the proceeds of the $100,000,000 Union 
Pacific convertible bonds, issued ai few 
months before the Northern Pacific corner 
in May, 1901. 

Ot the transaction of the following year.

An object lesson in the menace to health 
from the smoke joaded atmosphere of Chi- 
cago was given by Dr. Robert T. Gilmore, 
secretary of the Chicago Medical society, 
who exhibited glass jars containing lungs of 
Chicagoans in varying stages of blackness 
due to inhaled soot. 

The lungs of an adult was shown to be al- 
most as black as those of a coal miner, while | 
the lungs of a person from the country were 
seen to be of a healthy, normal color. 

„Why is-so much smoke made in Chi- 
cago?” asked Prof. Breckenridge. In the 
first place, it is on account of so many old, 
worn out furnaces in use.. There is also a 
considerable amount of hand firing done, and 
this is likely to be productive of much un- 
be? pt smokemaking, due to careless

Then there is the question of boiler room. 
Many of the city boiler rooms are too small. 
We have found Illinois coal to be the best 
coal and making the least smoKe. The great 
trouble is that commercial coal comes in all 
siges, so that it becomes almost impossible 
to fire without making smoke. 


Should Have Standard Boilers. 


It ia unfortunate that the boilers and fur- 
naces for city use are not made ot a standard 
pattern and preferably by one concern, At 
the University of IHinois we have eight boil- 
ers of 2,000 horse power. We have burned 
II mois coal and we have had no smoke dur- 
ing the last two years. 

Wo have made experiments with all sorts 
of coal. Some of it has been good and some 
bad, but in all of our trials we have found 
IUinols coal to be the best coal where no 


' smoke is desired. 


“The thing to do is to find the right coal 
and then use it. Then the kind of boiler you 
want and the kind that will best burn the 
coal adopted must be found. 

“To bring about a smokeless Chicago it is 
necessary to arouse a smokeless public sen- 
timent, otherwise little can be done. A bu- 
reau of information should be established 
for those who are trying to bring about bet- 
ter conditions. Here information on the sub- 
ject should be given for the benefit of build- 
ers and owners of plants. 

“We must also hasten the time when only 
electric traction will be allowed inside the 
city limits. Ten years from now there should 
not be allowed a steam locomotive inside the 
city Umits.“ “ ; 

“Soot Tax” the Greatest. 

Bugene E. Prussing, president of the Citt- 
zens’ association, declared that the Chicago 
“ soot tax was greater than the taxes on 
real estate. 

“ People of Chicago don’t realize what the 
soot tax is,“ said Mr. Prussing. The meré 
chants have to bear the brunt of it. Mr. 
Marshall Field once told me that his soot 
tax was greater than his taxes on real estate. 

“The stuske nuisance in Chicago is a civic 
epidemic. Chicago, once called the Garden 
city, is no longer a desirable place to live in 
on account of this awful nulsance. We need 
beautification of the city, but ve must get 
rid of this smoke nuisance before anything 
can be done in that regard.“

NEW STEP 70 OUST GALPIN 


H. B. MEYERS DETERMINED HE 
SHALL LEAVE STATE SENATE. 


Files Bill, Through His Attorney, 
Asking Writ of Mandamas te Com- 
pel County Clerk to Notify, Gov 
ernor Vacancy Exists in Second 
District — Healy, Doubtful of 
Court’s Jurisdiction, Declines to 
Act in the Matter. 


Determined to oust Homer K. Galpin, clerk 
of the Municipal court, from his seat in the 
state senate, Herman B. Meyers, through his 
attorney, Thomas E. D. Bradley, yesterday 
filed a bill in the Circuit court asking for a 
writ of mandamus compelling County Clerk 
Joseph F. Haas to notify Gov. Deneen that a 
vacancy exists in the position of state senator 
in the Second senatorial district. 

The bill sets forth that Mr. Galpin has for- 
feited his right to a seat in the state senate 
by reason of his election to the office of clerk 
of the Municipal court of Chicago, and that 
the office of state senator from the Second 
senatorial district became vacant on Dec. 8, 
1906, the day Mr. Galpin took the oath of 
office of Municipal court clerk. The bill is 
made returnable on March 4. 

Mr. Meyers, a resident of the Second sena- 
torial district, took this action after Coun- 
ty Clerk Haas refused to notify the gov- 
ernor of the alleged vacancy. An attempt 
also Was made to obtain from the courts a 
judgment of ouster, but State’s Attorney 
Healy was doubtful of, the court’s jurisdic- 
tion in a case involving the seat of a mem- 
ber of the general assembly, and declined 
to sign the writ. 

When asked to sign an “ information ” 
asked for by Attorney Bradley, State’s At- 
torney Healy pointed out that the general 
assembly is the sole judge of the election and 
qualification of its own members. In order 
to obtain a judgment of ouster on a quo war- 
ranto proceeding, it is necessary to obtain 
an information writ signed by either a 
states attorney or the attorney general. 

Not wishing to take the matter to the at- 
torney general, Attorney Bradley decided on 
the maridamus proceedings. The bill al- 
leges that the vacancy exists by virtue of a 
constitutional provision covering members 
of the general assembly and their right to 
hold other public offices. 

The proceedings are not against Mr. Gal- 
pin as state senator, but are based on his as- 
sumption to hold the office after it has be- 
come vacant through his own act and the 
operation of law,” said Attorney Bradley.

| How 1 Worked Int 


o Wrestling Ganie. 


BY FRANK GOTCH. | 


How did I, a farmer’s boy, break into the 
wrestling game, and how did I become 80 
proficient? are questions put to me in near- 
ly every town I strike. To be candid, 1 
really do not remember why I took to 
wrestling, but presume it was because I 
was built for it, and all the farmers’ boys 
thought I was thé best kid on earth. This 
when still in my teens and when I could 
flop the big farm hands as easily as I can 
pin down the shoulders of the profession- 
als today. 

Of course I did not intend to take up 
wrestling as a profession, and as a money 
maker, when a youngster, and probably 
still would have been plain Frank Gotch 
of Humboldt, Ia., had not Dan McLeod, 
the ex-champion, made me look like a fool 
before all the town people—people who re- 
garded me the strongest and best wrest- 
ler on earth. To tell the truth, I had an 
exalted opinion of myself. ButI was like 
the town folk, did not know anything 
about the art of wrestling. With me it 
was a case of run in, take hold, and bear 
a man to the ground. I was as ignorant 
of half and full nelsons, hammerlocks, 
strangle and toe holds, as were my ad- 
mirers. I thought I knew it all, and that 
is why Dan MeLeod made me look like a 
fool. ‘ 

It happened as follows: We had a little 
country fair at our home, and the com- 
mittee, all friends of the family, thought 
it a good idea to arrange a series of ath- 
letic events, and as I was considered the 
best athlete for miles around, and was ex- 
pected to capture all the prizes, the town 
folk subscribed handsomely. Unfortu- 
nately, as it proved, they advertised the 
events and the prizes throughout the state 
with the result they received numerous 
entries. Among the entrants was one Mr. 
Reynolds, a furniture dealer from a near- 

by town, and who, by the way, captured 
all the prizes which the committee thought 
were cinched for me. Reynolds won the 
gshotput, the saber tossing, the hop, step, 
and jump. In fact, he won everything, 
and the best I could do was to finish seo- 
ond. :

To say I and the town folk were disap- 
pointed would be putting it mildly. Rey- 
nolds looked and acted the part of a ur- 
niture man, and was much smaller than 
I. They wanted me to spill him all over 
the ground in a wrestling match. Of 
course we knew he was no match for me 
at that game, and we were puzzled as to 
how to broach the, wrestling question. 
After a lot of quiet powwowing they sub- 
scribed $50 and told me to challenge him 
for the amount. t 

“Can you wrestle?’ I blurted. 

“Don’t know anything about it,“ he 
replied. 

* Wrestle you for 880,“ I said. 

“Wish I knew womething about wrest- 
ling. Would take a chance, big as you are, 
for the money.“ 

Lou are not going to leave town bluffed, 
are you?’ : 

* Guess I'll have to.“ 

Then we began chaffing him, calling him 
a cur, etc. This made him mad, and dig- 
ging down into his pocket he pulled out a 
roll of bills big enough to choke a cow. 
He said: “I did pretty well today and can 
afford to take a chance, but I will not 
wrestle here on the cinders. Come over 
on the grass.” 


I thought he was weakening, and I want- 
ed to fill his back with cinders. “‘ We are 
making the match here, and here we will 
wrestle,” I said. He acted as if he want- 
ed to crawl out of the match, and after 3 
heap of coaxing and joshing he finally 
consented to take holds on the cinder 


road. We took holds and—well, that ids 


all I remember of how and what hap- 
pened, only that he walked off with the 
money. They carried me home, so they 
told me a long while after, put me to bed, 
and hired a specialist to dig the cinders 
out of my back.

The schedule meetings of the American and 
National leagues in New. York: tomorrow 
are expected to be devold of excitement, 
the only business in sight being to ratify 
the work of the two executives in drafting 
the playing schedules, and to revise a few 
playing rules. 

The adoption of the schedules has come to 
be purely perfunctory since the practice of 
having a committee arrange the dates has 
been discontinued and the work placed in 
dhe hands of the league executive. Formerly 
each club owner scrutinized each schedule 
with sharp eyes to see how his club had been 
treated before voting to adopt it. Now each 
club owner in both leagues knows in ad- 
vance about what his schedule Will be, as 
it is the practice to follow each year the 
main lines of the previous season's schedule, 
merely reversing them. : 


Schedules Acceptable. 

Last season, for instance, the eastern clubs 
of the National league came west in May, 
while the western clubs of the American 
league went east. This year the eastern 
clubs of the American league will make the 
western circuit in May, while the western 
clubs of the National league are invading 
the east. The same scheme can be worked 
out for the entire season by the club own- 
ers or fans, consequently there is no hesi- 
tation on the part of the magnates to ac- 
cept the schedules of Presidents Johnson and 
Pulllam without scrutiny. 

The joint rules committee will requtre a 
little more time for their work and may pro- 
long the meetings of the leagues somewhat, 
as any changes in the rules will have to be 
ratified by both leagues. Nothing which will 
affect the game as it has been played for the 
last two years is looked for from the confer-~ 
ence of the rules committees. The public 
appears to be pretty well satisfied with its 
great pastime and the magnates are content 
to let it go at that. 


Revisions of Rules Necessary. 


Some revisions of the rules are necessary, 
however, to make them more explicit and 
‘to avoid a few inconsistencies. This is due 
the large army of independent clubs and 
amateur players who get their knowledge 
of the laws of the game from the printed 


code. The officials, umpires, and steady pat- 
rons of big league games know the inter- 
pretations put upon the rules because of al- 
most daily experience with the plays. 

A. J. Flanner of St. Louis has suggested a 
number of changes in the wording of the 
rules after a careful study of them in search 
of conflicts between different sections. The 
suggested changes have met the approval 
of nearly all the authorities on the game to 
whom they have been submitted and stand 
a good chance of being adopted with a pos- 
sible exception or two by the rules commit- 
tees. As an illustration of the thorough- 
ness of Mr. Flanner’s work, there is nothing 
in the rules today to prevent a pitcher bound- 
ing the ball over the plate, as a bowler does 
in cricket, and claiming a strike if the bound- 
ing ball passes between the batsman’s knee 
and shoulder. No umpire in either big 
league would allow this as a strike, of course, 
but a suggestion for a new wording to make 
it plain to all has been made, 


Foul Tip to Be Considered. 
The difficulty which amateur and some pro- 


fessional players have had over stealing 
bases on a foul tip will be straightened out if 


the committees accept another suggestion by 
Mr. Flanne. which removes a plain conflict 
between two rules in the code, regarding foul 
tips. It will be made plainer that a foul tip. 
held by the catcher, is a strikeand notin any 
sense a foul, consequently beserunners can 
advance or be put out, just as if the batsman 
had missed the ball altogether. 

Another difficulty was found in the matter 
of allowing runners to pass first base and 
return without being put out. The wording 
of the rules does not conform to the practice 
of major league umpires and a new wording 
is suggested so that a runner may turn to the 
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Foibles of the M 


Managing a baseball club is about as much 
fun as being trouble manager of a telephone 
company. The man who can take a bal! club 
—no matter what its caliber—and get through 
even one season without growing irritable, 
peevish, sour, and the sworn foe of all ball 
players is a wonder. 

Last fall while the New York Highlanders 
were making their terrific effort to pull down 
the American league pennant against almost 
hopeless odde Clark Griffith and ! were kid- 
ding about age. Finally I remarked: 

„Well, I've still got a few black hairs in 
my head.“ 

Grif pushed his hand through his gray locks 
and remarked, seriously: ‘‘ Run this club a 
month and they'll turn white.“ 

Managers develop as many cranks and pe- 
cullarities as the players themselves, and 


turned the hair of every big league manager 
white except Anson's, and his was white to 
start with. Some of them learn in time, es- 
pecially after handling losers for years, to 
look upon life philosophically, but many of 
them get worse the older they grow. Witness 
Comiskey, who takes a defeat more to heart 
now than he did fifteen years ago. 


— 

One of the first kinks that develops in the 
manager is a feeling of animosity towards 
all players. The manager who sympathizes 
with his men, and who takes the players’ 
view of the situation, is a failure from the 
start. 

Griffith, for instance, was one of the wild- 
est highbinders in the business when he was 
merely a player. He fought for the rights 
of players. Many times I have heard him 
argue hotly that no pitcher should work out 
of his turn, and that, if the club is carrying 
seven pitchers, each should pitch a game a 
week. Fora few weeks after Comiskey made 
him manager Grif held firm to his ideas. Then 
he began to change, and now the player who 
gets any sympathy from Grif in his griev- 
ances is hard to find. 

Mike Kelly, the grandest player that ever 
wore a spike, never got over taking the play- 
ers’ view of things, and he perhaps was the 
worst manager that ever handled a club. 
When he was managing The Killers in 
Pendleton and misrepresenting Cincinnati in 
the association he gathered around him the 
greatest gang of drunks that ever attempted 
to play ball. Besides King Kel was leader 
in the drinking, and usually there was a keg of 
beer on tap in the clubhouse. 

The night that the team was sold to Mil- 
waukee, or transferred to that city, Kel and 
his gang celebrated. The arrival at the sta- 
tion was a thing long to be remembered. 
Players came in hacks, afoot, and being 
dragged. Just as the train was pulling out 
Kel threw Ned Crane's hat out of the win- 
dow, and Ned walked solemnly out, fell off 
the car, got his hat, and started majestically 
after the receding train, walking with much 
dignity. He was corralled by the gang, which 
also was feeling fairly well, and led uptown, 
where, in the name of the crowd, Harry Wel- 
don sent the following cheerful telegram to 
Von der Ahe, who owned the club: 

“Team left for Milwaukee tonight, all 
drunk, including Bancroft,” 


— 
Tom Loftus was one of the best managers 
that ever handled a club, but his sense of 
humor was his ruination. He never could 
get serious enough to take baseball as a life 
and death affair, and he was apt, in the center 
of a stern fight, to see something funny. 
When Tom was running the Columbus club 
and Comiskey had St. Paul there were bat- 
tles between those teams—and their managers 
that were worth going miles to see. When- 
ever Columbus and St. Paul met Comiskey 
and Loftus chose the ends of the benches

nearest each other, and while thelr teams 
were fighting the managers were fighting 
even harder. The wordy wars that were 
waged between them were better than farce 
comedy, and the yells and gibes of the one 
who was winning could be heard even into 
the stands. They were and are the closest 
of friends, but either one would have tossed 
up pennant chances to beat the other. 


— 

Fritz Pfeffer, as a manager at Louisville, 
introduced innovations which still are talked 
about among veterans, Frits should have 
gone into the army instead of baseball. To 
him the game meant more than @ game. 
When he was playing he gave his whole heart 
to it, and he fretted and worried and grew 
petulant if things went wrong. 

At Louisville, where he was sent as 4 
sort of Dreyfus (not meaning to liken Louis- 
ville to Devil’s island), Fred introduced mili- 
tary tactics and discipline. Every morning, 
at practice, the entire team was ordered 
to form in military order, march past, and 
salute the manager. Before the game tne 
team marched on in military order. Instead 
of promoting discipline, however, the orders 
almost resulted in rebellion, 


— — 

Odd as it may seem, it is true that the 
quiet, soft spoken fellows are the ones who 
succeed best as managers—Johnny McGraw 
being the exception that proves the rule, 
The noisy, fighting managers, no matter 
how well they understand the game, seldom 
get along with their men. Hanlon, Seeley, 
Cantilion, Jimmy Murray, Fielder Jones, 
Frank Chance, Connie Mack are all quiet, 
mild mannered men. Most of them have 
little to say, but when they say it it counts. 
Comiskey, who was about as noisy and 
boisterous as any when he wes playing, al- 
ways kept his raillery for the foe, and epoke 
softly and quietly to his men until forced to 
speak out, and on those occasions he can 
burn and sting them with words as no other 
man on earth can do. 

The man who spurs his players to greater 
endeavor by personal abuse can manage a 
team only as long as he is able to demon- 
strate to them that he is their superior in 
every line of the business. The moment he 
shows a weakness, eitber in fielding, throw- 
ing, hitting, or running, he finds his players 
more merciless in their criticism than ever 
he was. 

There was an example of this a decade ago 
in the National league. The manager was 
one of the best players that ever lived. When 
he was made manager he still was in hie 
prime. Irritable, a hard loser, and possessing 
a bitter tongue, he showed no mercy. Sud- 
denly his arm went wrong. As a body the 
players turned upon him, and he was openly 
abused on the field, and inside of a few 
months was driven out of his job. 


— 

Bill Rourke, who, I always have contended, 
is the best manager in the world, has his 
little peculiarities. His great fad is that he 
has no right to fine a player. He considers 
fining them a wrong as much as if he togk 
away their money by force. 

To maintain discipline he resorts to first 
Principles. When he tells a man that he 
must not drink or get out of condition he 
does so quietly. If the man persists Rourke 
makes an engagement to meet him back of 
the clubhouse, and he gives the player his 
choice between obeying and fighting. After 
he polished off a few fresh players in most 
approved style he achieved a reputation that 
has made it unnecessary for him to do battle 
with any others. He never has any hard 
feelings towards the player he is forced 
to whip, and the player never gives him an- 
other chance. 

This system, however, is recommended only 
to those of some weight and some little 
science.

WORK OF THE SEASON, 


Enthusiasts Are Given a Chance to 
Figure on Outcome of Indoor 
Championship as Result of Per- 
formances of the Last Week—Suc- 
cessful Season Is Promised—-Uni- 
versity High and Wendell Phillips 
Look Strong. ' 


Local high school athletes got Into action 
last week for the first real hard work of the 
season, incidentally giving the fans of 
the various schools a chance to figure on the 
outeome of the indoor championship. Early 
in the season several teams were handicapped 
by lack of places to train, but now prep 
school athletics are promised one of the most 
successful seasons in the history of the 
league. 

The exit of a number of stars last June 
led to the prediction that this year would be 
“a dead one in high school track athietics. 
New material, however, sprang up in ai. of 
the branches of indoor sport and many are 
looking for present records to be broken. 
The board of control helped the boys consid- 
erably by passing the four month” eligi- 
bility rule, which Tet in seeral good men as 
well as a few freshmen. : 


Track Athletes Kept Busy. 

The track coaches have been working the 
boys hard, and judging from the results of 
last week have succeeded wonderfully. 

At present University High and Wendell 
Phillips look the best on paper as far as 
points are concerned. Englewood proved 
stronger than was expected in the dual meet 
with the midway boys. In the sprints the 
midwayites showed up finely, Wampler and 
Smith being in the best of condition. Stod- 
den also is booked for a sure point winner in 
the short distances. Englewood, weak in 
the sprints, was strong in the weight event, 
having three good nten in Menaul, Good- 
speed, and Brown. Menaul put the 12 pound 
shot 89 feet 4% inches, although not in the 
best of shape. University High is strong 
in the high jump with Smith and McMurray 
entered. 

The surprise of the ncame Thursday 
night, when Kuhn of Wendell Phillips took 
firet place in the forty yard dash for high 
schools at the First regiment meet. Kuhn 
is a freshman, and the fans were amazed 
when he defeated guch veterans as Reilley of 
his own school and Dillon of McKinley High. 
When the little fellow defeated Reilley in 
the 220 at Central F. M. C. A. gymnasium in 
the fast time of :26 it was thought the latter 
was not in condition. Friday night, how- 
ever, the freshman took the event when 
both Dillon and Reilley were in good form 
and it was plain he was their equal. Not 
only did he take the final heat but also 
won the trial heat from Reilley with two 
feet to spare. 

A new long distance runner came to light 
when Stratton of Hyde Park won the two 
mile grind with a handicap of eighty yards. 
Pitted against some of the best men in the 
city he got to the tape in the lead. Again 
in the mile he finished in second place with 
a handicap of fifty-six yards. He showed 
tact in both events, used his head and saved 
his strength for the final lap. Stratton is 
picked for first place in high school events 
of the coming season, as there appears to be 
no other distance runner of his caliber. 


Switzer a Promising Sprinter. 

R. T. Crane has a man of promise in 
Switzer in the sprints and middle distance 
events. Switzer came in a close second in 
the 300 yard run, Dillon of McKinley High 
taking first place. 

Oak Park has a good man in Rogers, who 
took third place in the 800 yard run. Coach 
Omer has the boys in good shape. Deming 
of the west side team is expected to figure 
in the dashes for his echool. 

The question of the relay teams !s still 
unsettled. North Division carried off first 
honors at the First regiment, but North Di- 
vision is out of the running in the league 
events, as Principal Westcott has not yet 
removed the ban on the football players, four 
of whom are members of the relay team. 
University High and Wendell Phillips both 
are working hard to develop a winning team. 


Rogers Does Well in Pole Vault. 

Capt. Rogers of the North Division team, 
wearing the colors of the Central . M. C. A. 
at the armory, raised his mark for the pole 
vault to eleven feet without his handicap 
of four inches. 

Academy track men, like the high school 
boys, got into action for the first time at 
the First regiment meet. The league meets 
will commence some time in March.

Bristol, the 
star sprinter, showed up well in the 300 
yard dash, but in the forty yard dash did 
not get a place.

Ilinois Expected to Give Chicago an 
Argument in Dual Games in Bart- 
lett Gymnasium. a 


Coach Friend of the University of Chicago 
track team figures @ warm battle in the 
second meeting of the Illinois and Chicago 
track forces, which come together Friday 
night in the Bartlett gymnasium. 

He does not expect the points to go the 
same way, event for event, as they did three 
weeks ago at Champaign. He counts on los- 
ing some of the points gained in the shotput, 
but hopes to reverse the figures in the dash 
and possibly in the longer distance events. 

Iiinois will regain the services of some of 
the men who were ineligible and Coach 
Friend anticipates a much harder foe to face. 
But the maroons will be able to offset this 
advantage, he hopes, in the familiarity of 
his men with the track and straightaway, 
and also by the return to form of some of hts 
men who were on the rough edge in the first 
meet. 

Friend concedes Illinois some of the ma- 
roons’ points in the shotput with the return 
of Burroughs to N In the dach, 
however, the maroon tlook is held to be 
more rosy. The longer distance will ald 
Steffen and Henneberry. who took third 
place in the Firet regiment meet on Thurs- 
day. Steffen is expected to win from May, 
the Illinois star, and some of the veteran 
athletes believe Henneberry will come in for 
the odd point. 

Scheid, who showed promise as a long dis- 
tance runner last winter, has joined the 
squad and may win a point In either the mile 
or two mile and thus cut down the almost 
overwhelming lead which Illinols gained in 
the first meet by scoring a slam in both 
events. He has done several time trials in the 
last week under 5:00 without pushing him- 
self. 

McAvoy, who did not compete in the first 
meet, will de seen in action again over the 
high barriers. He has run Steffen several 
close races in the last fortnight and may be 
able to crowd out the Illinois hurdlers in the 
points for second or third places. He has 
not yet struck his stride, however, and his 
possibilities are held to be doubtful, 

Shuart, one of the few of the new men on 
the team, has surpassed the best work of 
Barker, who won thé half mile at Cham- 
paign, and may go to the front in the 880, 
although the latter is a better performer in 
races than in practice. Shuart has gone the 
half mile route this winter in 2:08, which is 
the best of the year.

America in Grand Prix. : 
America will be represented in a foreign 
road race this year for the first time sinee 
the last Gordon Bennett which was run in 
France two years ago. But the Yankee car 
was not entered by either Col. A. A. Pope 
or E. R. Thomas, as had been anticipated. 
The American seeking laurels abroad is Wal- 
ter Christie of New York, and he has selected

Thie filly, whose sire 
and dam were mated when both were, in 
active training, is by Redlac, 2:07%, son of 
Allerton, 2:00% to high wheels. Allerton was 
a colt trotter of merit and comes from @& 


i family that produces colt trotters—the Jay 
Birds. 


The dam of the filly is Avendovena, 
record about 2:25 as a 2 year old; she by 
Mendocino, a record son of Electioneer. The 
dam of Redlac is by Muscovite, 2:18, son of 
Nutwood, 2:18%, and his second dam was 
by J. W. Tedford, 2:19%, son of Ensign, 
2: 2844. 

The pedigree of a colt by Custer from this 
filly would be a sparkling one in the matter 
of developed ancestors, and that is the point 
progressive and successful breeders are pay- 
ing attention to these days, no less than 
twenty-nine of the thirty-one trotters which 
entered the 2:10 list last year being by sires 
with standard records. 0 


Drivers After Racers to Campaign. 

All the drivers at the sale were looking 
for something in the way of-a trotter or 
pacer which would do to campaign, but that 
sort of material is extra scarce. Murphy, 
who has a lot of wealthy eastern people 
back of his operations, added to his reputa- 
tion last summer by taking the hobbled 
pacer, Rudy Kip, down the grand circuit 
without losing a race and then selling the | 
horse at auction for a shade over $5,000. He 
goes to Maine, a rich resident of that state 
having for some time been on the lookout 
for a sidewheel racehorse capable of taking 
the measure of Dorcas H., which the Gent- 
ners of Calais, Me, took to New England 
from Chicago last summer and campaigned 
until fall without losing a race. 
Up to the time Dorcas H. invaded Maine 
there was no chance in the world to sell a 
$5,000 hobbled pacer to the Yankees, but 
friendly. rivalry in the matter of horses will 
make even the most conservative people un- 
belt to an extent ordinarily deemed impos- 
sible, and when Dorcas H. and Rudy Kip 
meet next summer a large section of the 
population of that state will be on hand to 
see the battle. ¢ 


Rosa Worthy Looks Like Winner. 


Incidental to the sale was the uncovering 
of the facts about a 2 year old trotter which 
looks a possible winner in some of the big 
stakes for that age next summer. This is a 
filly called Rosa Worthy. She is by Ax- 
worthy, dam the futurity winner Rose Croix, 
which was raced by McHenry. Rose Croix 
was a double gaited mare, rather more in- 
clined to pace than trot if left to her own de- 
vices, but the big end of the money in the 
Kentucky futurity being offered for trotters 
McHenry made her go that gait and won the 
race, her ultimate record as a trotter being 
about 2:12. She was, a year or two after 
taking this mark, trained on the pace, show- 
ing wonderful speed at that way of going, but 
went lame before she could be raced in high 
class company, and was retired to the breed- 
ing ranks. She was a roan, and the Ax- 
worthy 2 year old is a bay roan. 

The story of the filly is interesting. She 
was one of the Shults consignment at the re- 
cent New York sale, and.Al Thomas, who was 
in charge of the ring there, was impressed 
with her way of going, although when it 
came to apeed she was not above the common. 
He bought her on his own account, and three 
days later had her balanced and going such 
a clip in the ring that he was offered $1,000 
for her, the cost to him having been about 
$300. After Rosa Worthy was shipped west 
to the Thomas farm in Nebraska she made 
speed in a perfectly wonderful manner, and 
right now Thomas, who is a veteran in the 
colt handling line, says she is by odds the 
fastest trotter of her age he ever had to do 
with. 

Expects Much of Filly. 


Thomas bred and developed Alta Ax- 
worthy, but admits that, great as the big 
chestnut was, this filly not Only has her 
beaten a long ways right ndw, age for age, 
but predicts she eventually will trot much 
Colt 
stories of the ordinary sort are, as a rule, not 
to be depended upon, but the Thomas filly is 
not for sale. The full extent of what she has 
done since hitting the Nebraska sod track, 
where the Thomas horses are trained, has 
not been disclosed by Thomas, who says, 
frankly, it would look preposterous in print, 
but it is safe to say the filly has been an 
eighth to high wheel cart better than :17, 
while for a less distance she can keep a 2:10 
pacer busy. She Is in all the big stakes for 
trotters of her age, including the Kentucky 
Futurity, and, if all goes well, will meet in 
them, among others, the Jay McGregor colt, 
which showed a public quarter at Lexington 
last October in :82%, and was sold for about 
$7,000 on the strength of the performance 
Where the Thomas filly looks to have the 
best of the other things of her age is the fact 
she practically was unbroken as a yearling, 
having been allowed to run out until October, 
so that, as a matter of fact, she has really 
been broken since Thomas took her to Ne- 
bragka. In conformation Rosa Worthy is 
made, to a great extent, on the lines of her 
famous dam, and in the matter of gaitit may 
be said her hind action is a good deal like that 
of Tom Axworthy, 2:07, the fastest trotter of 
the family to date. a 


Henry Thomas to Do Training. 

The Thomas horses this season will be 
trained by Henry Thomas, son of the head 
of the house. He is a young man of consider- 
able experience as a reinsman, although not 
having done much in the way of race driving, 
and will hold his own on the turf. He will 
have, in addition to Rosa Worthy, a couple of 
8 year old trotters which are weil staked, so 
the stable promises to be formidable in the 
colt races next fall. There is a yearling trot- 
ter in the Thomas string which looks and 
acts lite the making of a fast horse. It is by 
Irish, dam Wy Axworthy, and is a strong 
going fellow of the Irish type.

NEW BOOK ON VICTORIA. 


CORRESPONDENCE OF LATE QUEEN 
TO BE PUBLISHED. 


Interest Attaches: to Forthcoming 
Volume in View of Fact Much of 
Matter to Be Printed Has Not Been 
Made Pulilic Heretofore—Series 
Dealing with Art Galfertes of Fu- 
rope in Preparation — Lappen 
Views on Hypnotism in English.

LONDON, Feb. 23.—Preparations for the 
publication in book form of the correspond 
ence of the late Queen Victoria now are al- 
most concluded, and John Murray, who will 
publish this important book, is able to an- 
nounce that it will be issued in October. Ex- 
ceptional interest is attached to the publica- 
tion in view of the fact that riever before has 
the correspondence of a monarch been issued 
in book form in the lifetime and with the 
approval of the succeeding sovereign. 

Particulars of the publication are supplied 
by Murray, who since 190] has been engaged 
in preparation of the book, having expressed 
his gratification that the book should have 
the advantage of being edited by Lord Esher 
and Arthur Benson Murray. It is stated that 
the work of selecting the material now prac- 
tically is finished. The correspondence will 
be issued in three volumes of 600 pages each, 
the profuse illustrations coming mostly from 
Buckingham palace. 


Much of Correspondence New. 

Practically all the correspondence included 
in the book never before appeared in print 
and so full of interest was the material 
placed at the editor's disposal that, volumi- 
nous as the publication will be, these gentle- 
men have found it difficult to avoid over- 
condensation or omissions, which would de- 
tract from the historical and K value 
of the work. 

Dent has in preparation a new series deal- 
ing with the various art galleries of Europe. 
The first volume will be ready shortly and 
will be entitled “A Guide to Paintings in 
Florentine Galleries,“ As most of the paint- 
ings have been renumbered and rearranged 
during the last few years, a volume which 
will include all the latest alterations and at- 
tributions will be necessary, no doubt, to 
an intelligent comprehension of the pictures. 
Critical quotations from Vasari will be in- 
cluded and the volume will be illustrated 
by about seventy reproductions in miniature 
of the authoress Maud Cruttwell, who has 
written other works on Italian art and ar- 
tists. 

Edith Harwood, author of Notable Pic- 
tures in Florence,“ has a companion volume 
in press. This will be entitled “Notable 
Pictures in Rome and will be on similar 
lines to her previous work. 

Lapponi’s Book in English. 

The late Dr. Gluseppe Lapponi, who was 
the trusted physician not only of the re‘gn- 
ing pope but of Leo XIII., wrote in his clos- 
ing days a critical study of ‘‘ Hypnotism and 
Spiritism” from the point of view of the 
Catholie church. Lapponi’s conclusions have 
made a great stir in Italy, and the book now 
is to appear in an English version for which 
Mrs. Philip Gibbs is responsible. Chapman 
and Hall intend to publish it in a few weeks. 

A. J. Dawson, who already has made his 
mark in fiction by several works of distinc- 
tion, has an important book on the anvil 
called The Message. It is a romance of 
English society on unconventional lines. 

A book which will be published shortly and 
which seems likely to arrest attention is Fos- 
ter Fraser's newest travel book. It will have 
the arresting title ot Red Russia. He vis- 
ited thet country and saw at first hand its 
revolution in progress, He went to Poland, 
Samara, Baku, and the Caucasus.

NOT SICK A SINGLE DAY. 


Henry Savage Landor, in. Fact, 
Gets Fat on His Arduous 
7,000 Mile Trip.

LONDON, Feb. 14.—Picture to the 
dimly lighted breakfast room of a luxuriots- 
ly appointed London apartment that looks 
out on Westminster. On the walis are copies 
of Whistler and a few impressionistic water 
colors by artists of the day. And at a table, 
with a breakfast before him that would 
scarcely satisfy the proverbial bird, 4 little 
man is sitting. He looks so much like the 
present duke of Marlborough that the. re- 
semblance 1e startling at first. Incidentally 
he also looks as if # really stiff breeze might 
blow him away. 

Slightly built and not much. over 5 feet in 
height, he weighs exactly 124 pounds, in- 
cluding eight pounds which he has just 
gained in a surprising manner: One-would 
hasard a guess that at the end of halt a 
mile’s hard walking he would be ready to 
take a cab. 

Yet, as he sat there munching thin alices 
of dry toast and now and then taking a sip 
of coffee, he was ‘elling that he had just 
returned from making what is probably the 
| longest and most difficult marth that ever 
has beer made through the 2 N 22 ot 
Africa, 

The little man is Henry Sevens Lesion 
who hes just succeeded in making a new 
African record, for he is the first man who 
ever went across the dart continent at tte 
greatest width. 

Postcard First News of Feat. 

When he got to Dakar. in Senegal. at the 
end of his journey he sent a posteard toa 
friend in London In which he told what he 
had done. That was the first that had been 
heard of the thing. 

It proved anything but en ¢ary ee 
to make him tell anything about.tis record 
break'ng trip. He is going to write a book 
about ft. But wher he did begin talking he 
told things that are so @xtraordinary-ihat it 
was hard to believe them possible. 

When Landor set out on his recent trip 
through the heart of Africa he had no idea 
of trying to be the first man to walk from 
Somaliland to Senegal. All that he really 
wanted to do was to see the sun for awhkile. 
He had recently returned from the Phitip- 
pines, The gloom of London had. got on his 
nerves. 

So he"decided to go to Africa to have a walk 
and incidentally do a little exploring. With 
the eXception of a short trip in Algeria he 
| never had been there before, although he has 
been wandering around the gicbe for the 
best pert of twerty-three years. 

Besides, he wanted to find some rative_Af- 


rican tribes who had nevet laid eyes on 
| white man and see how he could get on with 


them. The long walk across the widest part 
of Africa was an afterthought. 
Outdoes Stanley and Livingston. 
Although many other explorers-—Starieys, 
Livingston, and Marchand among them 
have succeeded in crogsing the African con-

Moreover, 
Stanley made his way across largely by wa- 
ter. Landor went overiand. 

Lancer believes that on hie journey 
through the desert and jungle, the swamp- 
land ard the forest, he gust have covered 
between 7,000 and 8,000 miles, though he has 


not figured it out carefully. It took him just 
one day short of a year, which may prove to 
be another record. He set out on his journey 
in November, 1005, from the little town of 
Djibuti in French Somaliland just below the 
Red sex.” Dakar, where be finshed in No- 
vember, 1906. and incidentally spent a month 
in quarantine, is the seaport of S«negal. 
It lies practically under the nose of Cape 
Verde. 

Needless to say, his journey was not made 
in anything like a straight line from east to 
west. On the contrary, the journey took the 
explorer through Abyssinia, the British 
Soudan, and the Congo State as far south 
as the equator. Then Landor went as far 
north through the Sahara desert as the 
lower border of Tripoli, and then, going 
south again, passed through the German 
Cameroons, Nigeria, and the French Soudan 
to Timbuctoo. Thence he made his last lap 
across Senegal to the shores of the Atlantic. 

In making that journey Landor sald that 
with the exception of flying machines he 
made use of every known means of trans- 
port, including railroads, camels, mules, 
horses, oxen, and men. He believes that, 
considering the country and the climate, it 
was the fastest, if not the longest, expedi- 
tion ever made through Africa. 


Gains Weight Despite Hardships. - 

Up to now Central Africa has net enjoyed 
any special renown as a health resort. But 
Landor gained about eight pounds in the 
course of his trip. From beginning to end 
he escaped without a single day’s iliness, 
notwithstanding he traversed the most rel- 
low fever and malaria ridden region probably 
in all the world. He left behind him fever 
stricken dozens of natives who made up his 
caravan, but hot only did he not get & singié 
touch of it himself but he is positive that 
there is no earthly reason why other trav- 
elers in fever laden counties should set be 
equally immune. 

While Landor was making the lart lee 
of his journey by rail through Senegal to 
Dakar one of the men in the same compart- 
ment was attacked by yellow fever and died 
within a day or two, as the result of which 
our explorer found himeelf obliged to re- 
main in quarantine for a full month instead 
of only a few days, according to custom. 
Consequently he is just a bit inclined to crow 
over the way in which he escaped.

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The archbishop takes a firm stand 
against the widespread delusion that men 
may become rich through Jegislation in lieu 
of toil, talent, and economy. The natural 
inequality of the talents of men, their 


power to work or their willingness to save, 
will always cause the existence df com- 


parative wealth and comparative poverty. 
Any warfare directed against corpora- 
tions solely because they are corporations 
or against rich men solely because they 
are rich cannot fail to injure the whole 
community. Men are so linked together 
that injustice to one set of men will react 
upon those who inflict the injustice. The 
laws of nature cannot be changed by leg- 
islation. The only equality which can be 
secured by laws in restraint of progress is 
“the equality of nn. and social pov- 
erty.” 

These are sane views, courageously ex- 
pressed. They accord with the good sense 
of the American people. Whatever fleet- 
ing hallucinations the people may suffer 
from the saner views will triumph in the 
end. The sooner that triumph comes the 
sooner America will reach the ideal con- 
dition desired and prophesied by George 
Washington. The problems of today are 
different in form from those of his time, 
but the principles by which they must be 
solved are eternal. Liberty must not 
come to mean the liberty of one class to 
restrain and burden another, but liberty 
for all to work together to secure a com- 
mon prosperity and a common happiness. 


MAYOR DUNNE RENOMINATED. 
Mayor Dunne has been renominated. 
That is not surprising. A man who, with 
the police force at his beck and call and 
with more or less patronage to distribute 
where it will be effective, cannot get a 
renomination must be himself unversed in 
practical politics, and have campaign man- 
agers who are as untrained as himself. 
Mayor Dunne is not a good “ organizer,” 
but some of his officeholders are, and they 
took care of his interests. But the nomi- 
nation accorded him yesterday was not 
the spontaneous and enthusiastic one 
tendered him two years ago. The demo- 
crats are better acquainted with Mayor 
Dunne's peculiarities now than they were 
in the spring of 1905. 

The convention felt it was only polite to 
let its candidate for the mayoralty write 
his own platform and to commit the 
democratic voters so far as a platform can 
commit them to the doctrine that the street 
ear lines should be owned and operated 
by the municipality. But many of the 
delegates—perhaps a majority of them— 
have personally a good opinion of the trac- 
tion ordinances which the »latform de- 
nounces, and intend to vote for them. It 
must have been difficult for delegates to 
conceal feelings of amusement or contempt 
when they heard the paragraph about ac- 
quiring the railroad properties by condem- 
nation proceedings. Those who best re- 
membered the stirring speeches made by 
Mayor Dunne two years ago about the 
simplicity and quick effectiveness of im- 
mediate condemnation proceedings must 
have been specially moved. 

The democratic convention has tendered 
the voters its program. It invites them to 
reélect the man who, in spite of all the good 
intentions he may be given credit for, has 
been the feeblest and most incapable may- 
or the city has ever had, and who, through 
those traits, has continually kept the 
community in hot water. The conven- 
tion also invites the voters to reject a 
settlement of the traction question which 
has been worked out after years of 
struggle, and to condemn themselves to 
a perpetuity of bad service. The man 
who honestly believes that Chicago can 
get good service by rejecting the traction 
ordinances and re#lecting Mayor Dunne 
so that he may begin condemnation, pro- 
ceedings would be more at home in an 
insane asylum than in Chicago. 

Next week the republican city convention 
will have something to say to the voters. 
It will tender them a candidate for the 
mayoralty, standing on a platform the an- 
tipodes of the destructive and hopeless 
one Mayor Dunne has drafted for him- 
self. Then it will rest with the voters 
to determine’ whether they want contin- 
ued chaos and misgovernment or an or- 
derly, intelligent, progressive administra- 
tion; whether they wish the traction ques- 
tion settled on fair terms or want it to 
remain unsettled for the next four years.

later day.

In the 
course of his investigation he might en- 
counter numerous advocates of municipal 
ownership who would gladly confide: tw 
him how inferior {s Chicago in many im- 
portant. particulars to certain favored and 
happy municipalities. of Furope, and how 
much it has to learn from the wisdom 
and prosperity of the older world. 

And be would find, others. who would 
take him up into a comparatively small 
elevation and point out to him smoking 
chimneys and dirty streets, and weep con- 
fidentially over the shortcomings of that 
city of enthusiasm, and admit that after all 
exuberance has spent itself there are still 
a few minor points of discussion which 
may not call for hymns of praise and 
manifestations of perfect peace and con- 
tentment. It is hard to dispel Mr. Cleve- 
land’s rosy dreams and shatter bis con- 
gratulatory conclusions, and it 18 only fair 
to warn him that the citizen of Chicago 
is in the attitude of the dutiful wife who 
reserves to herself the privileges of chid - 
ing and scolding her husband but will not 
allow others to exercise that prerogative 
of her own. As a successful statesman 
the ex-president will .realize the wisdom 
of this suggestion and will continue, in his 
after dinner speeches. at least. to follow 
the line of admiration he has 80 happily 
begun. 

So, if his opinions are slightly modified 
by confidential interviews and candid con- 
fessions, if he is induced to believe that 
he has, to an extent, overestimated the en- 
thusiasm of Chicago people at home, he 
will not permit his instruction to check 
his diplomatic .utterances. If our unex- 
atupled loyalty seems to pale a little when 
we concede privately that in some insig- 
nificant details there is room for improve- 
ment, he will not take undue advantage of 
such concessions. With all her faults— 
little faults that cut no figure in after din- 
ner meditations—we love her still. 


THE REDEMPTION OF THE DANCE. 

Prof. G. Stanley Hall, who considers 
the title of author of “Adolescence” a 
greater honor than the presidency of 
Clark university, has written a strong ap- 
peal for dancing as a part of the training 
of youth. He appeals especially to cler- 
gymen and, I. M. C. A directors to pro- 
mote this revival of a lost art. He is re- 
luetant to call by the name of dancing the 
waltz or other parlor diversions which are 
included by the vulgar under that head. 
He means the elaborate ceremonial dances 
of ancient religions, or the dances of old 
England, in which old and. young took 
part. 

Of the three common theories of play, 
Prof. Hall indorses the one which looks 
on play as a revival of activities once im- 
portant in the history of the race, but ‘now 
outgrown, so that play is properly the cul- 
tivation of powers whic’ otherwise would 
find no expression in modern life. He ad- 
mits that there is some truth also in the 
other theories, that of Spencer, which 
looks on play as a working off of super- 
fluous energy after ordinary bodily needs 
are supplied; and that of Gross, which 
sees in play an unconscious’ preparation 
for the period of adult activity. From. all 
these standpoints he favors the dance. It 
affords, in bis opinion, the best way to 
utilize the love of movement in unison, the 

gang spirit,“ which prevails in the teens. 
It teaches the importance and the beauty 
of obedience’ to law. It places the sexes 
upon an equality. It develops health and 
grace. c 
Rhythmic movenfents, preferably to 
music, have found a part in the school 
work of most large cities. In the form of 
gymnasium practice it forms a large part 
of the pleasure of young people of several 
foreign nationalities largely represented 
in Chicago. The exhibitions which thave 
been given especially by Bohemian and 
German societies. have attracted the at- 
tention of other citizens of Chicago to the 
remarkable results obtained by teachers 
of physical culture. A larger introduc- 
tion of that kind of work into the public 
schools would be a good thing. But there 
are two obstacles in the way. The first 
is the objection felt by many people to 
dancing on account of the association of 
the word with other dances and other 
places to which they feel “a repugnance. 
The second is the danger of excess in the 
amount of time and erergy  devoied 70 
physical exercises at the expense of, study. 
There are in the eity some private schools 
where the child forms the impression: that 
lire is nothing but play, and that one may 
sing and dance one’s way through it.

It was less the Puritans’ ‘political 
principles than their interference with the 
sports of Merry England that led to. the 
royalist reaction. Savondrola drove the 
Medici out of Florence, but after the peo- 
ple had made a great bonfire and burned 
their gaming’ instruments ‘and , worldly or- 
naments they repented and sighed for the 
good old days, and Sa vonarola was burned 
himself and Florence settled down to the 
enjoyment of civil servitude with persona! 
liberty... 

The character: of a. race cannot doe 
changed in a day by executive order. The 
Cubans think our game of football both 
childish and brutal. They see no more 
harm. iu pitting, cocks against each other 
than in setting two buman brutes. to 
pound each other in a ring. The death of 
a cock for the amusement of Cuban spec- 
tators is no worse to them than the death 
of a bear, a duck, or a.fish to amuse an 
American statesman. To a race which s 
for the time under the dominion of an- 
other, a little infringement of personal 
liberty seems more serious than,a great 
one. They say, Even to this degree are 
our feelings disregarded.” 

Unless the United States government 
declares its intention of holding Cuba per- 
manently and without regard to the 
wishes of the inhabitants, it would do 
well not to undertake to alter established 
customs or to reform too violently the 
morale of the people to suit the prejudices 
of an allen society. 

LITTLE OFFENDERS AND BIG. 

The statistics just published in New 
York show that in that city systematic 
robbery of purchasers of. the necessaries 
of life is carried on through the use of 
false weights. In two boroughs almost all 
coal scales were found, to be defective, 
the error ranging from 50 to 425 pounds in 
a ton. Thirty per cent of. the ice dealers 
were found to be. giving short weight. 
Butchers, fish dealers; and grocers were 
convicted. of violations of the law, al- 
though in 97 per cent of the cases ex- 
amined grocers were found to be honest. 

In the midst of popular agitation against 
great financiers who are accused of robbing 
people on a large scale the retail seller 
must not be allowed to go his ‘crooked 
way undisturbed. The amount withheld 
from the purchaser may be small, but in 
the. aggregate the illegal proſt must be 
large. The workman and the ¢lerk do 
not come iuto immediate contact with dis- 
crimination or extortion in railroad rates. 
Ninety-nine out of a hundred would not 
know that public lands were being im- 
properly converted to private use if the 
newspapers did not publish the facts. The 
loss due to these and similar forms of 
plunder falls ultimately upon-the common 
citizen, but he does not feel it directly. 

But petty cheating in the necessaries of 
life touches immediately and perceptibly 
the pocket of the consumer; and every 
man, woman, and child is a consumer. 
The margin between sufficiency and scar- 
city is so narrow with many that. a hold- 
ing back of 2 to 20 per cent of the amount 
paid for may change comfort to actual 
want. The dishonest seller of ice, meat, 
coal, groceries, and fish may be a petty 
criminal, but the aggregate effect of such 
thefts is serious. The net of the law 
should be strong enongh to hold the big 
offenders, but the meshes should not be so 
large as to let the little offenders slip 
through. It is well to de on one's guard. 
The percentage of dishonest dealers in 
New York ranges from 3 to 30. The per- 
centage stolen by the dishonest dealers 
ranges from 2 to 20. The percentages are 
probably much the same here. In some 
parts of New. York almost all the dealers 
were dishonest, in other boroughs only a 
few. There is probably a difference here, 
tod. But in any part of the city it is 
well for the: practical: man not to let bis 
indignatidn against big thieves take his 
attention away from getting full weight 
and measure in articles of daily use.

It was pretty 
hard, therefore, for Theresa to rake over 
the ashes of a love nearly two generations 
old, start up a few sparks, and expect the 
fire to keep burning. ‘She may have had 
no time to waste, as she says, but at Fitts’ 
advanced age he should not be hurried.

Too often royalty tin Visiting the 83 
capital ‘a point. of leaving their 
wives at home, as calctilated to interfere with 
their enjoymerit of their Parisian holiday, 
and have then taken advantage thereof to 
give themselves up to pleasures and forms 
of entertainment which are in no sense of the 
word a Gallic monopoly, but in which they 
would not dare to indulge at home for fear 
of shocking their fellow countrymen. This. 
ot course, can only be interpreted to mean 
that they are not afrald of shocking the 
French, and that in their eyes the sense of 

propriety of the population ot Paris is one 
distinctly inferior @ to that of their peo- 
ple at home. The 
people in general, as 
strongly resent this impli 
that is why certain royal — Imperial per- 
sonages, though frequent. visitors to Paris, 
are quite the reverse of popular there, and 
why the joint visit of. the king and queen of 
England—an unofficial, that is to say, a holl- 
day visit—wes a source of quiet gratification 
to the Parisians, which served to still further 
promote the friendly feeling between the 
two countries. 

It was, however, during the days of Napo- 
‘leon III. that France and her executive were 

subjected to the most gross affronts of the 
kind to which I have alluded above. In 1867, 
for instance, when Paris was visited by most 


of the foreign sovereigns and princes of the 
blood, they well nigh without exception. left 
their wives at home, and in the instance of 
one powerful monarch in particular, he de- 
clined,.on. the night of his arrival, to attend 
the dinner organized in his honor by Napo- 
leon and Empress Engénie et the Tuileries 
on the pretext of fatigue, but after dining 
privately with his suite in his apartments 
atthe palace drove off to the theater ty order 
to attend a performance oY Offenbach’s comic 
opera, La Grande Duchessge,”’ occupying the 
principal box in the house,. which had been 
draped with the flags of his country and 
adorned with flowers in hie honor. For on 
crossing the French frontier he had caused 
a telegram to be sent to the management of 
the theater, ordering a box for the night of 
his arrival, and inviting Hortense Schneider. 
who filled the title role, to supper with him 
at the Maison Dorée pins) the performance. 


Loré Trmicetwn, x who spent some time 
over here on the occasion of the last races 
for the América cup and who has a number 
of Kinsmen in America, has just been in the 
public eve, both in England and abroad, 
through the sale by public auction at Chris- 
tie’s in London of his fine colection of paint- 
ings, which attracted buyers from all over 
Europe, and realized a handsome sum. Lord 
Trimiestown bears one of the most ancient 
titles in the kingdom of Ireland, his peerage 
having been created in 1461 by King Edward 
IV., the baronies of Duneany andof Kingsale, 
the latter dating from 1223, being the only 
ones that are of more remote origin. The 
patronymic of his house is Barnewall, and 
the family was founded by Sir Michael Barne- 
well, who accompanied Strongbow, ear! of 
Pembroke to Ireland in 1172. Its chief today 
is Sir Reginald Barnewall of Cricketown 
castle, County Meath, Lord Trimiestown be- 
ing the head of one of the junior branches. 

There are quite a large number of members 
of the Barnewall family in this country. 
chiefly in the state of New York, in the neigh- 
berhood of Albany, Robert Barnewall, as 
well as Samuel! and Wiliam, all grandsons of 
Sir Bartholomew Barnewall, seventh baronet 
of his Une. having settled in the United States 
in the early portion of the last century. 

Lord Trimlestown experienced some dim- 
culty in establishing bis rights to vote in the 
election of the representative peers of Ire- 
land in the house of lords. For on the death 
without male issue of the sixteenth lord, in 
1879, it became necessary to go back to the de- 
scendants of the younger son of the seventh 
baron, who lived in the reign of Queen Eliza- 
beth, in order to find the heir to the title and 
to the estates. This remote kinsman of the 
sixteenth lord. Christopher Barnewell by 
name, presented to the committee of privi- 
leges of the house of lords, all the necessary 
proofs’ in support of his succession. to the 
Trimiestown peerage. But he died before 
any decision was rendered, and it was not 
untal 1898 that the committee of privileges, 
after having taken nearly fourtéen years to 
consider the matter, finally granted a verdict 
in favor of his younger brother and heir, the 
present peer, in whom the barony of Trim- 
lestown was then declared by the crown to 
be’ vested, and who was recognized as pos- 
sessing the right to vote in the election of the 
representatives of the Irish peerage in the 
house of lords at Westminster. 

The peerage has had many vicissitudes. 
It was forfeited under Cromwell and again 
under Willlam III. So that from 1641 to 
1795, although the title was adopted and 
borne by the successive heirs, it was never 
officially acknowledged. In 1795, however, 
the thirteenth Lord Trimlestown, who was 
a knight of Malta, abandoned both that l- 
lustrious and historic order of knighthood 
and likewise the Roman Catholic faith, in 
order to. become a convert to the established 
church of Ireland, now disestablished, and 
by way of a reward for this his claims to 
the Trimlestown peerage were recognized 
and confirmed by the crown. The present 
peer, however,’ is a member of the Roman 
Catholic church and has no less than four 
sisters who are nuns. He is married to an 
Australian woman, owns about 7,000 acres of 
landin Ireland, but makes his principal home 
at Buckhurst, in. Kent. 


> 
While. matrimonial alliances between 
sclons of the British peerage and American 
women—mostly ‘heiresses—are numerous, 
mdrriages between young Americans and 
girls of the titled families of the united king- 
dom are less frequent, and that is one of the 
reasons why. the announcement of the en- 
gagement of George Westinghouse Jr. to 
Miss Violet Brocklebank, youngest daughter 
of Air Thomas and Lady Brocklebank, is 
attracting some attention on both sides of 
the Atlantic.

To gratify the public taste, it seems Mr.

Why, they went to the few powerful individuals who con- 
trolled the railroads, the public highways, and conspired with them, 
breathed with them, ‘and got them to carry their oi] to market for, 
say, $1 a barrel, while every one else was charged $2 and more a bar 
rel. More than that, they got these railroad antocrats and defiers of 
law secretly to pay over to them a part or all of such extra rates

Of course, this favoritism in freight rates enabled them to under- 
sell and destroy their rivals. Poor unfortunates, destroyed by the un- 
lawful use of the public highways, open by law to all on the same 
terms, destroyed by the neglect of their government to enforce the 
laws of these highways, nothing was left to them but to quit. Life 
to them was a failure. And this same thing since has been done in 
respect of all of our principal products. All of our commercial trusts 
have been built up chiefly by means of this favoritism in * rates. 
It is the mother of the trusts. Every one in business has to pay our 


knew the noisy highway. or. the. shady, byway better. 

There is no use in this lecturing by prigs and pedants. History 
yielded materials to Dumas, Mérimée, Théophile Gautier, Scott, Thack- 
eray, Dickens, and R. L. Stevenson for their novels, and they were all 
men familiar with the byways and highways of contemporary life. 
The little present cannot be allowed wholly to elbow the ‘great past 
out of view; and the public at large mainly knows ‘what it does know 
of the past from historical romantes. Unlike Mr. Jingle, when Mr. 
Pickwick was ordering dinner, the dominie and the prig do “ presume 
to dictate” to our innocent pleasures and to the authors who please 
us. The authors will continue to do as they like, and the*public will 
go on being amused where it finds amusement. No eritic is so arro- 
gant and absurd as to command all novelists to write historical noveis 
and nothing else. Not many of them have the necessary reading and 
the necessary fancy. They find it easier to write satires on modern 
1 ‘smart society (which, to be sure, does require a good deal ot fancy 
on their parts) or to bore us with the exposition of their opinions ow 
every serious subject that demands sober treatment in blue books. It 
is a free country; nobody commands them to write novels on the Nor- 
man conquest or the reign of King Richard II.; and everybody admits 
that the majority of historical novels are quite as bad as the majority 
of novels on contemporary existence. Subject and period are indif- 
ferent; what counts is the genius or talent of the author. A dull man 
or woman can be as tedious in a novel of the reign of Edward the 
Elder as in a novel of the reign of Edward VII. of England. 

Good King James II. of England (and VII. of Scotland), im his 
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protective tariffs alike; no one gets any abatement of them. But this

And r You 
can't stop an evil by merely passing a law against it. One coterie of 
five men or less is receiving $25,000,000 a year by this rate favoritism, 
and another has received $500,000,000 since 1887, and so on through 
a long list of industries. So great is this rate favoritism that the 
gross freight receipts of some roads compared with the total tonnage 
carried is less than if all freight had been carried at the rate for coal, 
which is the lowest of rates. Do vou think these men are going to 
give up ‘this vast means of aggrandizement without a long struggle 
lasting a generation or more? You. know little of human nature if 

you do. Some have come to the conclusion that government should 
take the railroads and run them in order to end the abuse. It is cer- 
tain that if the abuse can be ended in no other way the people will 
compel goverment to take the roads. The people have only to become 
more and more incensed at the state of affairs, the present state of 
affairs has only to be brought more prominently into the view of the 
people and we will have the whole country clamoring for government 
ownership. 

This country and government of ours are great enough to do any- 
thing. There is nothing radical or startling about government owning 
and running railroads when one-half or more ot the railroads of the 
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years of exile after the failure of his attempt to introduce religious 
tolerance, was apt to jot down his pensées in a note book. Among 
these’ refleetions occurs the sentiment that young women ought to 
read, not novels, but history, “ which is more instructive and quite as 
amusing.” Ladies never have shared his majesty’s opinion, and yet 
he was not so entirely in the wrong as they take for granted. A new 
history. book dy Mr. Oman (Chichele professor in the University of 
Oxford) has come to my hands, which find ‘it difficult to lay the vol- 
ume down!

The novel reading sex will fly from it, but 
it is a regular quarry of copy for the historical novelist. Begin- 
ning with the reign of Richard IL, it ends with the death of Richard 
III. He may not have been “a true lover” like Sir Lancelot, but, 
like Sir Lancelot, be made a good end.” 

Like James IV. at Flodden, Richard chose the better part; for 
him there was no scaffold ‘at Whitehall, as for Charles I.: no shame- 
ful end, as for EdwWard II.; no exile and prison, as for Napoleon: no 
long decay, as for Prince Oharles. No historical “ whitewashing ” can 
ever do so much for the crouchback prince as the ringing verses “et 
his admiring foe. 

Bosworth field ends a. volume packed full of strange adventures, 
from the heroic ventures of the boy Richard II., when he faced his 
rebels at Smithfield, to the last stroke of the hands of Richard ITI. 
There is no tragedy in our chronicles so various and mysterious as the 
story of Richard II., with his amazing explosions of energy and dar-

But has the man lost his temper?. What does the caller at the

They were the days of the true petticoat rule. Prof. Ward of Browa 
university, who elaborates the whole argument, shows that the 
strength and braininess which the mother imparts to the father are 
her downfall.

With the second type of man his 
nature and training and necessities often make him this most impos- 
sible person. He has his selfish end to attain. He intends to, attain 
it if his hide be thick enough to stand the pressure. It is this thick-

I know a man in business who prides himself upon keeping his 
temper. As a matter of fact, he loses his temper so frequently that 
he has lost some of the best men who ever worked for him. As an 
example of his lack of appreciation of what losing one’s temper is, he 
is intolerant of anything in the nature of errors or misunderstandings 
on the part of any employé. More than this, at the moment such 
fault is to be found he finds it with the individual, regardless of the 
time, place, or disposition of the employé at the moment to receive 
it.

THE FORTY RICH WIDOWS OF THE FORTNIGHTLY 


HE Fortnightly club of Chicago, which has 
been called a man’s paradise, has forty 

widows in its membership, all of them 
wealthy and prominent in the social life of 
the city. : 

Man, however, has few chances of entering within 
its portals unless he be a lecturer and is to give the 
paper of the afternoon. Occasionally he is lucky 
enough to get in at an open meeting of the club, when 
each member may invite one guest, or sometimes he 
is a friend of the essayist, who is privileged to ask 
him. Then his name goes down to posterity, for it is 
recorded in the Fortnightly annals. 

It was not always so difficult for mere man io gain 
admittance. For some time after the club was founded, 
in 1873, he could attend every. other meeting if he want- 
ed to, and he always did, for at that time women’s Clubs 
were novelties and curiosity would have carried him in, 
if nothing else. But he considered an invitation, then 
as now, a privilege, because the organization contained 
the brains and beauty of Chicago femininity. Kate 
Newell Doggett, the founder and the president for 
seven consecutive years, was a brilliant woman and one 
of the few who are willing to read before a mixed 
audience of men and women. After a time it was de- 
cided that the presence of men gave too social an as- 
pect to the gatherings, and the intellectual side was 
likely to become subservient to the other. So the mas- 
culine element became more scarce thereafter.

Famous Men Lectured Before Club. 


In the winter of 1873-'74 eight different men 
lectured to the Fortnightly, among them being Franklin 
MacVeagh, the Rev. Robert Collyer, and the late John 
D. Caton. The following season six men were on the 
program, and only one, Dr. David Swing, appeared the 
next year. Since then the number scarcely has ever 
exceeded one a year, and a year ago last March. when 
Friday and Fortnightly combined in tendering a recep- 
tion to Henry James, the members of the latter felt 
they were doing something rather unusual, while the 
fourteen charter members—all that are left of the orig 
inal twenty-four—were reminded of old times. 

The widows of the Fortnightly are not all young, 
but they all are interesting and many are distiguished 
not only in the club but in social and in public tife 

Mrs. H. O. Stone, a decade ago, and Mrs: Potter Pal- 
mer at the present day, perhaps, 
socially. Mrs. Stone was one 
while Mrs. Palmer joined in 1880, 
served two terms as president.

Dur- 
ing long periods of his life he would forget all about 
the snake and the fright he had received, but one side 
ef his body would be paralyzed. Then would ensue a 
period in which he vividly recalled every detail of his 
terrible experience, and the other half of his body would 
be paralyzed. During this time he could remember 
nothing else, except his fright, and lived in a state of 
continual terror. These periods alternated with some- 
thing like a regular rhythm as long as the man lived.

Mr. and Mrs. Jackson were 
great friends of Mark Twain, and he always stau with 
them when he visited Chicago. Mrs. Jackson was a 
member of the famous Quaker City trip which Twain 
embodied in his “Innocents Abroad.” She was pre- 
sented to the czar of Russia, although she seems to have 
made no mention of it from the club platform, but gave 
instead learned papers on the classics.

Accumu- 
lated mud on the unbrushed shoe day after 
day, however, is a black mark against any 
man holding a place where neatness might 
be expected.

Den’t Be Without Brushes. 

There are few men who have a place a 
which a shoe brush can be used in lodgings 
or at home who can afford to be without it. 
In the matter of getting downtown where 
the person may have the money for a shine 
and intend to get it at the first stand on his 
way to work, his shoes from the wear of the 
day before may be misrepresenting him. 
Especially this is true if he is depending also 
on getting shaved at the same time. A stubby 
beard and a pair of soiled shoes in cars or-on 
the streets may be attracting to him a mental 
criticism that at least will do him no good.

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Move from Your Home Town; 
Success Found in New Fields. 


NE of the oddest sociological facts 
in relation to this country is that 
not once in a hundred times does 
any man achieve any great thing in 
his home city or town. 

Recently, simply to decide an argument, I 
took at random the names of seventy-five 
men who have won prominent positions in 
many lines, from finance to literature, and 
wrote to each of them, asking them to tell 
whether or not they won their successes, 
or even laid the foundation of their successes, 
in or near the place of their birth, that is, 
within the circle of their own friends and 
acquaintances and relatives. 

The result more than surprised me, for, 
while I had argued that not one man in ten 
can stay in his home town and win any big 
success, the replies proved this assertion 
weak. 

Of the seventy-five to whom I wrote forty- 
seven condescended to make answer to the 
question, the others replying indefinitely, or 
refusing to reply, through their private sec- 
retaries. Of the forty-seven there were thir- 
ty-eight who declared emphatically and 
finally that they made no start towards suc- 
cese until after escaping from their home 
towns, and the other nine admitted that 
they were not successful until they had 
moved to strange places, although they 
claimed that the foundation of their success 
was laid in the schools.

Cannot Succeed in Home Town. 

Further to investigate the question I 
hunte@ up the names of thirty men in nine- 
teen different small towne who had made 
failures of life after being considered prom- 
ising as youths. These names were supplied 
to me by men whocame from their towns and 
who had known the failures in youth I 
wrote to these failures who after brilliant 
tarts in their home towns had settled 
down to hopeless mediocrity and asked them 
frankly to tell me what part their decision 
to remain at home had played in their failure. 
Twenty-eight of those men replied—and their 
statements proved more staggering than the 
statements of their successful brothers. The 
only possible deduction to be drawn from the 
lettere of these men—successes and fhilures 
alike—is that the chances for a young man to 
succeed while surrounded by his home influ- 
ences, his boyhood, school, or college friends, 
amount to little or nothing. It would appear 
that the man who stays at home condemns 
himself by that decision to failure or medi- 
ocrity, 

The. boy's real chance to succeed, it ap- 
pears, is to getaway from home, to go among 
strangers, to live down his boyish foolishness, 
to etart anew among men as a man, and to 
learn self-reliance as early as possible.

Starts with Double Handicap. 

The reasons ascribed for this destructive 
influence of the home associations upon the 
chances of a successful career are as follows: 

First—The boy who remains at home sel- 
dom learns self-reliance and falls into lazi- 
ness, carelessness, or dependence upon his 
father’s pull rather than upon his own 
efforts. 

Secondly—The established men of the town 
who have known a boy during the period of 
his boyish indiscretions and foolishness never 
get through looking upon him as young and 
a fool, 

Third—Every mistake of the father is vis- 
ited upon the gon, and hig father’s enemies 
are his enemies. He starts with a double 
handicap. 

FPourth—Social affairs and nnn take 
too much of his time. 

Now, when a boy strikes out 0. himself 
and gets into a strange town, thrown upon 
his own resources, he either makes a good 
success or a fine failure. Necessity develops 
what there isin him. If he stays at home he 
never may be a success or even a respectable 
failure, but settle down to an even more de- 
plorable condition of mediocrity. 

„ Mediocrity is the thing to avoid in this 
world. Don’t be mediocre in anything. 
Either succeed or fall, but fail trying to suc- 
ceed.” 

That ie a quotation from one of the replies 
I received from a failure. 
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Failures Are HeartbreaXing. 

Some of the replies were heart breaking, 
almost, in their everyday business style, 
noh only half covered the tragedy. Here is 
an extract from one: 

” Telb every boy to get out of his home town, 
away from his home friends—if be wants to 
be anything. No boy ¢an carry the handicap 
of knowing everybody in town and succeed. 
I had as bright chances as any one. I have 
tried I pee how, when ft is too late, that my 
mistake was in not getting away and throw- 
ing myseif at the world and relying upon my- 
elk. I hed it in me to be a success in my 


_chowen line. I have remained here, letting

too easy here. People voted me success be- 
fore I earned it. If I had gone out into the 
world as a man among men the talents that 
have rusted would have been Geveloped and 
extended.” 

Here is en extract from the note of a mil- 
Honalre whose name is known everywhere, 
but who marked hig letter personal and 
confidentiaL” He says: 

“I staid at home too long as it was. My 
friends took my time, people spoke of me as 
my father’s son. If I had staid there I would 
have been as worthless as most of my boy- 
hood friends. Some of them were better men 
than I. They simply died of dry rot, while 
I. starting in a strange town withouta penny, 
was forced to develop what was in me. Ad- 
vise every boy to get out of his home town, 
especially if it is small enough for every one 
to know him. The world takes a man mostly 
at his own estimate of himself, and if be is 
where everybody knows him he has no 
chance to raise the estimate.”

Lacked Incentive for Endeavor. 

I wish I could give that man a name. He 
seldom pays any attention to erank let- 
ters such as mine, but the question evidently 
hit him hard. He even condescended to write 
again on the subject, and supply me with 
the names of two of the fallures he men- 
tioned as his school friends. One drank 
himself to death; the other wrote that he 
failed because he staid at home, wasted his 
time, and lacked incentive for high endeavor. 

The fact is, the boy who stays at home 
and takes up his father’s business, not only 
fails, as a rule, to become either as prom- 
inent or as respected as was his father, butit 
ig seldom that he attains the eminence in 
life attained by the brother who casts loose 
and goes out into the world to make his own 
way, to rely upon his own efforts. 

One of the most discouraging features in 
the case of the young man who stays at 
home is the fact that, no matter what he may 
do, he seldom is given credit. If he takes his 
father’s business and makes it go big, every- 
body gives the credit to the father. I know 
of one case in a small western city. A mer- 
chant who had been considered wealthy and 


prominent died and left everything to his 


son.

Saved His Father's Business. 

The boy had been away from home for 
three years, and was doing fairly well in 
a strange city without relying upon paternal 
assistance. He returned and took hold of 
the business. To his surprise he found 
conditions rotten, Beyond the good will 
she assets scarcely would cover the la- 
bilities. Hé dug in, worked desperately, and 
in two years’ time had things straightened 
out and was on the high road to prosperity. 
A sudden business collapse in the town, fol- 
lowed by a bank orash, caught him hard, 
and he was forced to assign. He paid dollar 
for dollar, yet today in thet town they point 
him out a8 a man who wrecked his father’s 
business. 

Besides, the familiarity that breeds con- 
tempt always exists towards the man born 
and raised in a town. 1 have a friend who 
was raised in a small western city. He was 
a good lawyer and excellent man. The town 
proved too small, and, after starting in law, 
he moved to Washington, where he now 
enjoys a big réputation. He is respected and 


admired, his advice is sought, and he is 
a an authority on international 
aw.

There is another element which was not 


_mentioned except by two of my correspond- 


ents. That is the vital element of blut.“ 
Nowadays, no matter how good a man he is, 
one must bluff more or less to attain big 
success. At the least one must rate himself 
as high as he expects other men to rate 
him. At home, among his own friends, there 
is about as much chance for a man to bluff 
as there is for him to run a sandy on pro- 
fessional poker players. They know him, 
just what he is, and, perhaps, estimate him 
considerably below his real worth. When 
he goes among strangers his actions, his 
bearing, his own estimate of himself fix 
his first standing. He comes claiming to 
occupy a certain position, and it is accorded 
to him until, or unless, he shows himself un- 
worthy of it. When he makes the bluff he 
must live up to it. 

There is one of the most promising young 
doctors in Chicago, a man respected in his 
own profession, an authority in a certain 
line, and undoubtedly a worthy and con- 
scientious man, who could be driven out of 
the profession today legally. No one can 
attack his standing or his ability, but he 
acquired his first diploma falsely. He was 
studying medicine at my<tiome town.

Dealer Should Discount Bills. 


By C. T. Wettstein. 


HE credit system, so widely in practice 

in some towns, has ruined many honest 

and hard working merchants who did 

not have sufficient capital to carry a 

large book account and at the same 

time discount their bills. The merchant who 
is unable to discount his bills is at a great dis- 
advantage when comoared with the com- 
petitor who can obtain the discount of 6 per 
cent. The discounts pay a great part of the 
expenses in many businesses, and it is much 
better for a merchant to do a smaller business 
for cash than to do a large business on credit. 

If a merchant's credit is good he can borrow 

money at the bank at 5 or 6 per cent per an- 

num. With this he can discount his biljs 
three or four times a year, thereby making 

a large profit. How many failures, how many 

sleepless nights, how much worry could be 

avoided if all the country merchants would 
unite and abolish this nuisance of a eredit 
system? Some years ago I was called into 
our office and shown thirty-two letters which 
‘had arrived from customers in the last mail, 
in which every one of the customers request- 
ed an extension of time, although their ac- 
counts already had run over four months— 
and every one of the thirty-two gave the ex- 
cuse that collections were bad. ; 
* . 
Cash Dealer Never Worries. 

A merchant who sells only for cash never 
ls troubled and worried by not being able to 
pay hisbills. He occasionally may overstock 
a little, when he will lose the discount of one 
or two months, but he soon will catch up 
again. 

Do we see such a credit system in large 
cities? No. All the large stores sell for cash 
only, or, at the most, give credit only to per- 
sons permanently located and enjoying good 
Incomes, and in these few instances credit 
is allowed only to the end of the current 
month. If they fail to settle within a reason- 


23 5 able time after their bills are rendered they 


find difficulty in getting more goods on credit. 
The only sure way to success in business is 
te buy no more goods than you can discount. 


In all my business career I never have seen 


one failure of a merchant who discounted 
nie bills. 
ü _“ But,” some say to me, my competitor 
geross the street has more capital than 1 
_ have, and he gives all the credit that peopie 


75 V ant. How can I hope to do a strictly cash 
business in the face of such competition?“ 


To those questions I always have replied: 


” Never min@that. Just advertise that from 


15 tte first of the month you will sell only for 
~ eash: that you can buy yout goods cheaper 


ie you buy for cash, and that you, conse- 
quently, can afford to give the benefit of this 
discount to your customers. In short, don't 
be’ afraid, and I will guarantee that you will 
eli more goods than you ever did before.” 
* * 
Lose Slow Paying Customers. 

At least a dozen of my customers have com- 
© plained to me of the evils ot the credit system, 
and to each of these I have given the fore- 
going advice. Every one of them acted on my 
Suggestions and not one ever regretted that 
he made the change. They lost a few slow 
paying customers, but for the loss of each | 
of thege they obtained several new cash cus- | 
tomers, and after one year under the new 
atem most of them were able to discount 


tmeir bills. 


My advice to the beginner who desires to 
or feels he is compelled to do a credit busi- 
ness on a small capital is do not doit. There 
ig nothing but trouble for you in it. 

“The only enemies I have made in the 
world,” said a prominent merchant, are 
those I carried on my books for twelve or 
eightfen “months. “When 1 nnalſ beeame~ 
tired of them and refused to sell them any 
more goods on credit they left me and now 
patronize my competitor across the street. 
where they have to pay cash for all they 
3 Now they do all they can te induce

their friends to stop trading with me.” This 
merchant changed to the cash system soon 
after and says he will never again make 
enemies that way.

Opinion of Marshall Field. 
Marshall Field, the great dry goods king, 
once. was requested by the Rev. Newell 
Dwight ‘Hillis, then pastor of Christ church 


of Chicago, to answer by letter this question: 


„What do you consider the most important: 

factor for a young man to consider if he 

waits to engage in a mercantile business?’ 

The answer of Mr. Field concluded with 
these words: 

“/The cause of so mafy failures in business 
is the credit system, either by giving too 
long credit or by selling goods on credit to 
people who are not worth anything. The re- 
tail. business only should be carried.on for 
cash. Circumstances are different today 
from what they were thirty years ago; then 
we had to give credit—the merchant could 
not help himself. Today it is different. To- 
day. the farmer receives cash for all he sells. 
Merchants who are careful, who sell only 
for cash, and who take advantage of the dis- 
count in the ten, thirty, or sixty days, and 
who live modestly and attend to their bust 
ness seldom tall.“

Sad Story of One Failure. 

Some years ago G and H. two clerks in 
a large country store, went into business with 
a fair capital. Both were my special friends 
and I sold them all their hats and caps as 
long as they remained in the business. They 
were fine. fellows, well liked, as honest as 
gold dofiars, and soon had the run in the 
town. I wae surprised at their phenomenal 
success; they sold more goode than any of 
the other concerns. ° 

I could not understand it. But after two 
years it was all expleined to me. * were 
behind in their payments, so they took me 
into their confidence and told me all about 
their troubles. They had trusted Tom, Dick, . 
and Harry; every deadbeat who had no 
credit in the other stores came to G and H, 
where they could buy all the goods they 
wanted on credit. They had $10,000 on their 
books—double the amount of their capital. 
I called their attention to this ang they saw 
their mistake.

Hints for House Husbands; 


Care and Feeding of Dogs. 
By Hugh S. Fullerton. 


OUNG men who are seriously contem- 

“plating matrimony in this modern age 
should at least train themselves in 
the rudiments of keeping and caring 
for dogs. 

Vital statistics recently issued by the 
United States government show that, espe- 
cially among families where both husband 
and wife are American born, the necessity 
for the husband to understand the care of 
dogs, particularly house dogs, is increasing 
steadily. 

It is a far cry from the time the young man 
first: experiences love’s young dream to the 
time when he is called upon to take the dog 


‘out for its Sunday morning walk, but no 


young man can afford to face the altar un- 
prepared for such emergencies, any more 
than he has the right to marry without un- 
derstanding at least the rudiments of cook- 
ing. 

It is because of the inclination of young 
men to say, There is plenty of time, that 
there is danger. After marriage there are 
so many serious problems arising that each 
one finds him unprepared, and finally the 
dog comes into the household and the young 
husband realizes his blunder.

When the Dog Problem Arises. 
The problems of the keeping of a dog gen- 
erally arise about the fourth year after mar- 
riage. During those four years, perhaps, the 
young man has occupied every moment striv- 
ing to overcome the difficulties resulting from 
neglected domestic education.

How to Scent the Bath Water. 


The bath tub should be one-quarter filled 
with lukewarm water, scented with orange 
or violet water, according to the scent used 
by the mistress. Combine with this any good 
shampoo. An excellent shampoo may be 
made by melting four ounces of pure castile 
soap (the white is purest), mixing half a 
tablespoonful of almond oil, and holding the 


oll and soap in solution in weakened alcohol. 


Scent the mixture with orange or violet 
and place in a bottle. It will keep indefinitely. 
In bathing the dog first rub the solution 
gently into the hair, wetting gradually with 
lukewarm water so as to raise suds and then 
holding the dog in the lukewarm water, 
scrub it gently. Rinse in warm water, grad- 
ually cooling it. Three rinsings will be found 
sufficient to remove the soap. This will leave 
the hair soft and fluffy. To prevent cold 
gently massage the roots of the hair with 
alcohol and apply a little orris powder. In 
cases where the dog’s hair is long, especially 
over the eyes, it is well to use a curler, softly 
twisting the hair around the warm tron. 

Before permitting the dog to leave the 
warmth of the bathroom always put on its 
bath robe, which later may be changed for 
its carriage robe. The dog, however, should 
not be taken out of doors for two hours 
after its bath.

HE exhibits of the first international 
exposition of safety devices and in- 
d hygiene, which was given by 
American Institute of Sociel ger vice 
in New York from Jan, 29 to Feb, 12. 
have been loaned to the industfial exposition 
which opens in Chicago the first week in 
March, and from Chicago they are o be 
taken to Boston for the exposition of indus- 
try, hygiene, and gan! ‘tation, which will be 
given there during the first week in April, 
The movement to establish in this country 
a permanent museum of security, like those 
of Berlin, Parise, Vienna, Munich, Amster- 


dam, and even benighted Moscow, has, as a 


result of this exposition, gained encouraging 
headway, according to Dr. W. H. Tolman, 
director of the Institute of Social Service. 
Engineers and manufacturers from all over 
the United States went to New York for the 


express purpose of studying the appliances 


displayed, and took away many suggestions.

Too Many Accidents in America. 

Dr. Josiah Strong, president of the 3 
of. Social Service, has gathered from 
tics the fact that among a given number pe 
coal miners there are more than-twice as 
many fatalities in this country as in Great 
Britain. Ot a glven number of railway em- 
ployée we. kill nearly three times as many, 
and injure more than five times as many, as 
Great Britain; we kill two end a half times 
as many, and injure: five times as many, as 
Germany; we kill more than three times as 
many, and injure nearly nine times as Many, 
as Austria-Hungary. But even abroad acel- 
dents have not been reduced to a minimum. 
An investigation of 15,970 accidents in Ger- 
many show that 58 per cent ot them were 
avoidable. The conclusion fs plain, then, 
that if among a given number of employés 
we have more than twice as many accidents 
as Germany, and if more than half of Ger- 
many’s accidents are preventable, probably 
more than three-quarters of our accidents 
are needless. 

Already a large number of safety devices 
have been offered for the permanent museum, 
and when the endowment is secured, they 
will be submitted to a committee of experts, 
who will pass upon their merits, as only 
those which are practicable will be given a 
place. In default of the museum, the Amer- 
ican Institute of Social Service now is urg-

Gear Wheels Are Covered. 

In the exposition just ended there were 
dozens of photographs showing the length 
to which German manufacturers 80 in pro- 
viding coverings for their gear wheels and 
other machinery in weh a workman might 
become entangled. Hay cutters worked by 
hand have the fly wheel guarded, belts are 
covered with shields, and gears have over 
them wire screens. The Germans are not 
content with protecting men from the more 
common and obvious dangers, but try to 
guard them from those which are unusual 
and which spring upon one unexpectedly. 

In industrial hygiene’ also the Germans 
take the lead. Vats containing noxious 
gases over Which a man must lean are 
guarded with glass hoods which carry of 
the gas, but, enable him to put his hands 
underneath and to see through the glass 
what he is doing. 

At one of the American exhibits the dem- 
onstrator nonchalantly removed 
from a gasoline can and applied a match. 
A little blue flame played around the top, 
but could not get down to the liquid under-. 
neath. Then the demonstrator took another 
can and from its spout poured gasoline right 
through the flame, and it could be seen drip- 
ping down inside the glass can. The can 
was built on the simple principle that the 
fire could not go through a fine wire screen, 
but that the liquid gasoline could.

Following the sacks when the strippers 
have filled them, you merrily cough your 
way into the next room. Everybody is vast- 
ly amused at your paroxysms and frankly 
giggles at you, but looks sympathetic when 
you try to k with the tears running down 
your cheeks and assures you that you'd 
soon get used to it.” The bags are emptied 
and their contents strewn over the floor. 
A young man stands with a pail of water in 
his hand monotonously filling his mouth 
with it and blowing it over the dry leaves as 
a Chinaman sprinkles napkins. The tobacco 
then is stored in boxes to cure for a month 
or more. In this room, too, the older girls 
are stemming the better grades of tobacco 
and in-the two rooms beyond the cigarmak- 
ers rapidly twist the leaves into form. 

* * 
Men Take Life Gayly. 

Most of the.men are singing, each a differ- 
ent tune, and those that are not singing are 
talking or laughing. The women seem to 
take things more seriously, some of them, 
especially the middle aged ones, wearing that 
look of calm defiance and utter boredom 
which sooner or later comes to all factory 
women, but the atmosphere generally is 
charged with carelessness, good nature, and 
tobacco dust. 

The cigarmakers are plece workers and 
mer wages vary from $10 to $22 a week. 
They are paid $20 and $22 a thousand for the 
best cigars and it is claimed that if they 
work steadily it is no great strain to make 
1,100 in a week, while one Filipino easily 
does 300 in a day. I was told by one employer 
that among cigarmakers women as a rule 
make more money than men because they 
are more faithful, but another said that if 
he could keep the men out of unions he never 
would have another girl m the house. His 
objection to them was not based so much on 
their work, however, as on the fact that they 
are too fond of vacations in the summer time 
and are likely to marry and desert him when 
he wants them most. He has lost fifty-five 
girls in the last year.and five more of his 
best cigarmakers are to be merried within 
two weeks. 

I visited a factory on the west side just 
before noon. I noticed an insistent smell of 
onions, which permeated even the prevailing 
tobacco odor, but thought that it came from 
some restaurant nearby. As we turned into 
one of the rooms my guide called my atten- 
tion to the collection of pots and kettles 
whieh were steaming forth their various per- 
fumes on the big stove in the center of the 
room and I discovered the location of the 


onions. 4 
Housekeeping on e Floor. 


In a corner two girls were lifting a large 
coffee pot on to a little gas plate. I waited 
until the battered clock on the wall brought 
both its hands together and the girls, spared 
the torture of a deafening factory whistle, 
pushed back their chairs and took off their 
aprons. Then began a laudable, housewifely 
cleaning up while the.cigarmakers filed by 
with their wraps on, bound for restaurants 
and lunch counters. The stripper girls 
cleared their benches and dived their brooms 
into the deep carpet of stems and stray leaves 
with such vigor that the floor was cleaned 
in no time and the cigar factory was con- 
verted into a semi-orderly dining room. 
Cups and saucers, milk bottles and loaves 
of bread appeared from nowhere and were 
deposited on the benches, sometimes wth 
a white cloth; the hot victuals were brought 
from the stove, and the girls sat down to 
luncheon and I questioned them while they, 
ate. 

The tobacco workers, of course, comprise 
all nationalities, like every other occupation 
in Chicago, but there seems to be a predomi- 
nance of Poles and Bohemians among the 
stripper girls, as in so many other lines of 
factory work. Polish girls especially seein 
to take to factories. But the largest cigar 
factory in town fs interesting from the fact 
that almost all of its 350 employés are Rus- 
sian Jewesses.

F you don't want to succeed—be a grouch. 
If you do want to succecd—don’t be a 
_grouch. 
You've got to make your choice and be 
oreorthecther. Tou can't be both. The 
action of the grouch upon one's chances for 
stccess are similar to the action of thunder 
upon milk—it sours them, Success, like the 
proper housewife, locks at the scured speci- 
men and gays: ‘Ugh, can’t use you,” and 
toes on to seek a cheerful one. 

“ No grouches need apply.” 

This is the first-sign that is or should be 
stuck over the portals of success. 

“ Abandon grouches all ye who enter here, 
is the next command. 

That the two admonishments must be 
obeyed to the last letter is evident when one 
carefully inspects the werld of successful 
business men and of failures. Grouches do 
not succeed; Of course, there are other peo- 
ple who do not succeed. But some of the 
others do. But none of the grouches. 

To alter the old phrase. Not every failure 
is a grouch, but — ela is a failure.” 


Grouchy Sasi Is Not Promoted, 

It you, Mr. Reader, happen to be em- 
ployed in an office, look around you and ex- 
amine the heads of the various departments. 
How many of them are grouches? Any of 
them? “Yes? Who is it? The old chap who 
has got charge of about two office boys and 
whose work can’t hurt the firm no matter 
how it’s done? Quite right. He's been with 
the house so long that they expect him to 
die or retire pretty soon and haven't got the 
heart to let him out. -But among the pro- 
gressive, aggressive, governing heads, if you 
are in a big up to date office, you will find 
that the grouch Is the notable, unenviable 
exception, if he is there at all. 

If you happen to work in a store, look over 
the floorwalkers, managers, buyers, the su- 
perintendents, and the other, men who have 
got positions worth while. You will find that 
there is no grouch among them, except the 
inevitable exception. The same is true of the 
shop, of the factory, of any place where men 
rise upon their merit, which means their 
value to the firm that pays their salaries. 
It is true In every walk of life, in every line 
of work, profession, or vocation. The suc- 
cessful man never is a grouca.

Has No Sympathy with Others. 

The grouch, being first of all an unsociable 
animal, is extremely inefficient in all mat- 
ters requiring Intelligent, flexible contact 
with other human beings. He is, as the Ger- 
mans have it, “all in himself.“ Thus other 
men’s notions have great difficulty in filtering 
into him—and this is bad, no matter what 
his place or condition. Being unsympa- 
thetic, he naturally or unnaturally does not 
understand others. Others do not want to 
understand him; He is a stick. He may be 
an efficient stick, but nobody ever saw a 
stick grow, and the demand of the day is 
for men who can grow. He cannot rule 


others, because the fact that he has per- 
mitted himself to settle down into a grouchy 
condition is proof sufficient that he is unable 
to rule himself, which disqualifies him asa 
possible ruler of others. 

If he is in a position where he must meet 
the public—patrons of his employers—he is 
a direct danger instead of a help. He may, 
by his manner, cost his firm thousands of 
dollars’ worth of business in a minute. His 
grouch consumes a Food part of the energy 
that he should be putting into business. It 
takes up much of his time, for nursing a 
grouch is one of the most delicate and time 
consuming processes that men give them- 
selves over to. And it: biases his point of 
view, throws him off his balance, and unfits 
him to deal with the matters with which he 
comes face to face in a fair and enlightened 
manner.

Every. place of any size has its notable 
grouch. Often he is a man of unquestioned 
ability and occupies a low position, at a 
small salary.

\ Quit Wailing and Succeed. 

An employer, seeing that an. employé is 
grouchy, treats him much as the forester 
treats the tree that shows traces of the dry 
rot. The grouch is, in fact, business dry rot 
and nothing else. And yet it is apparent 
everywhere in the lower grades. In the 
gentle words of the streets these same lower 
grades should “ hustie up and get next.“ It 
is sald that one clerk in every 100 succeeds. 
Weil, look up the one. What kind of a man 
is he? A congenial man, a mixer, a man 
with common sense—not a grouch. 

Don’t be a grouch—take carbolic acid in- 
stead, it’s quicker and less painful to your- 
eelf and to everybody around you. The re- 
sults of both are the same—you are a dead 
one in following either of the two routes. 

Be an anti-grouch, it’s just as easy, ten 
times as much fun, and one and fifty times 
(by a low estimate) more profitable. 


Little Mistakes Mar Business: 


Story of the Unsigned Letter. 
By Irwin Ellis. 


RRORS of routine long have been re- 

garded as the most serious handicaps 

of established business. In the first 

place the error of routine always ap- 

pears a needless error. It is hard to 
explain satisfactorily. 

What is the matter with your organiza- 
tlon?“ is the inevitable counter question 
when a customer making inquiry of methods 
is told just how the-error came about. 

In the business of this house most of the 
complaints come from out of town, either 
by telegraph or mail. In the system de- 
vised for discovering ‘‘ What 18 the matter 
with our organization?’’ a mail clerk and 
corps of assistants are established whose duty 
it is to open all office mall not directed per- 
sonally to officials and heads of departments. 
A clock dating machine marks the day, hour, 
and minute of the receipt of a letter. 

* — 
Passing on the Responsibility. 

Mail matter in the ordinary routine of 
business is passed on up to the proper place 
in the proper department. All mail matter 
complaining of errors in any department 
of the business is passed on to the complaint 
clerk of the house, whose duty it is to start 
the first move for fixing the responsibility 
for the mistake that igcomplained of. Acting 
in conjunction with the complaint clerk is 
an organized body made up of representa- 
tives of several departments of the house. 
Wherever a complaint seems to be of suffi- 
client weight to prompt investigation and the 
necessity of placing the personal responsi- 
bility, this board is required to investigate 
the circumstances and return a finding. Un- 
less the general manager shall find reason 
to intercede, the finding of this body is final 
and without appeal. 

If the error be a minor one, not likely to 
recur in the course of business, a notifica- 
tion of the error to the proper department 
head for righting is sufficient to dismiss the 
incident at his discretion. 

In the comparatively short life of this sys- 
tem in this one house the absurdity of cer- 
tain types of.errors already has been made 
manifest in striking way. One of these er- 
rors in good business method may be de- 
scribed in point. 

* * 
Zusiness Letter Not Signed. 

One of the house’s customers at a dis- 
tance sent in an order for goods from a small 
western city, inclosing his personal check 
for $7, referring to the check by number and 
amount in the letter which inclosed the com- 
mercial paper. But through an oversight on 
the part of the customer the stenographic 
letter enveloping the check was not signed. 
Several weeks after the receipt of the first 
letter inclosing the check, and after the 
formation of the complaint bureau, this new 
department of complaints received a letter 
of inquiry from the customer asking reasons 
for the delay in shipping. As the date of the 
first letter antedated the complaint bureau 
itself there was additional interest in run- 
ning the matter down. 

It was found that this unsigned letter which 
named the bank on which the signed check 
had been drawn, the check number, and the 
check total, = held up in the order 
department a ng this second letter of 
protest in order that the name of the man 
might be discovered. In this process of re- 
tention this order had passed through the 
hands of six persons in the department and 
had been held by each of them on account of 
the absence of the customer's name from 
the order letter, though it had been signed 
properly to the check! And to a described 
$7 check from a town of 10,000 population in

hands in the house it was discovered that 


when the letter was opened the mall clerk 
had passed the check to the cashier and the 
order letter to the shipping clerk. When the 
shipping clerk was asked to explain he 
showed that the check had not been seen at 
all in his department; that, therefore, his de- 
partment was not responeibie. 

“ But the name of the town, the name of 
the bank, the number of the check, and its 
amount were all recited in the order letter,” 
contended the inquisitor board. 

But the check was gone—gone long be- 
tore,“ was the reply. What chance had we 
to discover the name, which hadn't beep 
signed to the letter?” 

Yet scarcely one door away from the office 
of this house was the bank with which the 
house did business, and a messenger sent to 
the bank with the memoranda that was in 
this order letter could have had the name of 
the careless correspondent in fifteen minutes! 
Instead the order had been held up three 
weeks for the lack of that one easily found 


necessity!

Trial Board Canaan Mistakes. 

At least this plan for tracing mistakes of 
detall is promising the house an immunity 
from the small personal and departmental 
frictions of a great business that so inevita- 
bly follow a complaint serious enough to in- 
volve two or more departments, each of which 
may be seeking to escape responsibility. 

In such a case where two or more depart- 
ments may have been involved and where 
no one of them has final jurisdiction, the con- 
troversy—for lack of some final authority to 
settle the case—may become such as to dis- 
organize an otherwise admirable esprit de 
corps. The general manager may not think 
it important enough to call up for a hear- 
ing to the end, he may not have the time 
for the investigation. Self-interest, or often 
an inability of the one in error to recognize 
hig responsibility, may prompt all possible 
parties to an attitude of self-defense against 
all charges. All of which leaves the too 
busy manager himself in doubt of the proper 
place in which to ask for greater concentra- 
tion and attention to detail. 

In these days of the philosophy of “ get the 
business,” it has been too easy for the busi- 
nese man to overlook the necessity of deliver - 
ing the goods. A salesman who imight sell 
a thousand orders a day for 300 days in the 
year would have to go out of service in a 
week if his house could deliver only 600 orders

Goods Must Be Delivered. 


In the smooth running organization of a 
great business lies its greatest strength. No 
salesman can represent in whole hearted 
manner a business house whose methods are 
such as to make prompt delivery of his sales 
an uncertainty. There is something wrong 
in a business organization where customers’ 
complaints are looked to as one of the in- 
evitable, never failing concomitante of that 
business. Merely to correct errors when 3 
customer has pressed the error home to the 
house and taking no measure to discover the 
cause of the error and prevent it in the future 
is not consistent with good business methods. 
Neither.manager nor customer can find as- 
surance for the future in the circumstance. 

Mistakes of routine probably never will 
become impossible anywhere. At the same 
time the mistake of routine may be among 
the most serious that happen to any business. 
The suggestion of needlessness in the error 
almost always is present, and doubly so to 
the customer who has been the victim of it. 

In this manner a system in any business 
which will show where mistakes are made 
and which will go further, investigating 
why they are made and everywhere planning 
to make a similar mistake again impossible, 
is a system which ought to. appear worth 


HIS is the day of little things, and the 
Worker who can do half a dozen little 
things perfectly has a better chance 
of recognition and success than he who 
can do one big thing well, but whose 

execution of the little things of life is fauity. 

It requires no wonderful equipmest of in- 
tellect to tell a man that when at a res- 
taurant another man stops at his table 
to talk to him or to the woman that he is 
with he should: rise and remain standing 
till the visitor esks him to sit down. Any- 
body ought to know this. Yet) because one 
man remembered it and did it one night in 
a café in Chicago at which his employer, un- 
known to him, happened to be dining, the 
polite man got a better job. 

“I can use men who understand the little 
things of lite,“ the employer said. .“ That 
man did not wear the silly grin that many 
men think should be the inseparable com- 
panion of little acts of graciousness. He 
seemed to be respecting himself and the man 
for whom he rose, The chances are that 
if he were placed in another position in which 
courtesy would be of value to the house 
as well as to himself he would be courteous. 
I can’t get too many of that kind of men.”

Leoked Over Boss’ Shoulder. 

An able man once lost a good job simply 
because he ooked over the shoulder of his 
boss, who was reading a newspaper. The 
boss was not interested In the newspaper. 
He willingly would have passed it to Mr. In- 
quisitive if the latter had expressed a wish 
for it But asking for what he wanted was 
not the other’s way. He rubbered over the 
bose’ shoulder and he rubbered bhimeeif out 
of a job 

A man may be the most honest and able 
man in the world, but in the few minutes’ 
conversation he has with a newly met ac- 
quaintance on the street or in the store or 
the office or the shop he has no chance to 
prove this. 

The man he meets is impressed by the way 
he handles himself, not by the qualities that 
may be inherent in him and that may form 
his chief claim to distinction. Upon first 
meeting there is no opportunity for the pos- 
sessor of those shining and sterling attributes 
to prove that he has them. For all the mar 
who has just met him knows he may bet 
brightest man in the world or the thickest 
headed dullard. The first impression, which 
is likely to be a lasting one, or, if it is not

lasting, it requires evidence to remove it, is 
formed upon what the man looks Nke and 
what he says.

What You Are Is What Counts. 

And he cannot say anything that can coun- 
terbalance an unfortunate manner. As 
Emerson says, How can I listen to what you 
say when what you are is thundering in my 
tears? 

It is up to the man who wants to get ahead 
fast and surely to be agreeable to those peo- 
ple he meets. Courtesy is the small change 
ot life. Everybody ought to have some of it 
in his pockets. Yet there are hundreds of 
breaches of the simplest rules committed 
every day and by people that ought to know 
better. Sometimes they amount to nothing. 
They may be committed in the presence of 
people who themselves know no better or 
who do not care. But there always is the 
chance that, like the employer who was din- 
ing in the restaurant and like the employer 
who was reading the newspaper, some man 
whose opinion counts may be around.

Simple Rules of Politeness. 

Men in business find that they get along 
with little friction simply by thinking of oth- 
ers instead of themselves in connection with 
the small, courteous trifies of life. A man 
who always is thinking of himself is bound 
to be awkward and to be put out of coun- 
tenance many times because all things can- 
not go to please him. The man who is think- 
ing of the comfort and well being of those 
with whom he happens to be thrown in con- 
tact seldom is embarrassed. He always is 
looking for a chance to do a friendly turn to 
somebody else. Every time he finds such an 
opportunity he finds at the same time a 
little cement with which be unconsciously ce- 
ments closer to him and to hig interest the 
man for whom he has done the little favor. 

It is by the littl things thet men climb. 
Many a man who might have done tremen- 
dously well has been held back and handi- 
capped simply because he has held the fooal- 
ish opinion that the man who is courteous 
and friendly shows in some way his inferior- 
ity. As a matter of fact, K is the best 
man who in most cases has the best manners. 
But whether the man is best or worst, he

N this buey age of invention, we hear much 
sald of the fortunes that are made from 
small inventions, but nothing is heard 
of the 90 per cent of failures. Too much 
stress is laid upon the value and necessity 

of inventing small articles and labor saving 
devices, such as combination tools, tack pull- 
ers, can openers, broom holders, and a thou- 
sand and one handy things with which the 
market alréady is glutted. 

In a certain patent attorney's office in this 
city one might the other day have seen a 
typical patent rights man seriously engaged 
in exhibiting a small model to the attorney 
and expleining its merits. 

The attorney evidently was nettled and 
said: ‘ Mr. Jones, let me give you a little ad- 
vice as a friend. You have explained to me 
this model and you no doubt think it is the 
best of its kind. And I am here to do bust. 
ness with you or any other inventor, but as 
for applying for a patent on it, I say, don't. 
Why? Because there have been issued no 
less than 5,000 patents on nut locks. And 
while you may have something novel, it is 
no better than a thousand others long since 
forgotten.

Look for Something Original.

They rented an expensive 
factory, installed the finest machinery that 
money could buy, hired skilled mechanics, 


and commenced to build the machine to make 


the little loops. After many vexatious delays 
and postponements, the machine was com- 
pleted. and the loops of various sizes were 
ready for the market. 

In the meantime the company had secured 
the services of an Al salesman to introduce 
the goods to the trade.

The department's laboratories, on the other 
hand, are scattered over the country.

Some are in 
places where the rainfall is heavy; others in 
regions of comparative drought. Although 
directions for the planting of the seed and 
the cultivation of the plants are issued by 
the department experts, the actual planting 
and cultivation are carried on by such labor- 
ers as are employed regularly on the farm or 
plantation where the work is done. 

It may be that Burbank attains the more 
brilliant results, apparently, but when a 
new variety has been thoroughly developed 
by the department it Is pretty eure to stand 
the practical test of actual cultivation, which 
is the main thing. 

Dr. L. O. Howard, the head of the ento- 
mological bureau, and C. L. Marlatt, next in 
command, are both devoted to the practical 
side of insect study. It was Marlatt who 
traveled through a large portion of the orient 
to find a parasite that would destroy or keep 
in check the so-called San José scale that has 
done such enormous damege in the twenty- 
four years since it was introduced in Califor- 
nia by James Lick on some ornamental plants 


imported from the orient.

Ladybird Destroys the Scale. 

Marlatt found no native parasite, but his 
achievement was one of the most brillian' 
of its sort ever recorded, nevertheless. He 
found a “ predacious ” ladybird—a neat foot- 
ed bug much like the American ladybird, but 
black, and carrying two red spots—which; in 
the part of China surrounding Peking, its 
home, feeds on the scale as the mahogany ant 
feeds on the boll weevil in Central America.

number of these bugs, only a single pair of 
which gurvived the voyage, has been told, 
and so has the story of Marlatt's travels in 
search of a scale destroyer. They were large- 
ly undertaken as a labor of love, the govern- 
ment paying only about one-seventh of his 
expenses, and for some time after the Asiatic 
ladybirds had been established here they 
did great work. Neither in Asia nor Amer- 
ica, however, can they ever exterminate the 
scale, since if the scale is exterminated or 
kept below a certain limit the ladybirds die 
also, as it is their sole food. 

It was found some time ago that a spray 
of Une, sulphur, and salt wash is worse thag 
the ladybird for the scale, and the use of the 
wash has reduced the scale to such numbers 
that the ladybirds have probably starved to 
death; at all events, although the pair 
brought here in 1902 multiplied many fold, 
in many parte of the country few of their 
descendants are now in the United States. 


Seventeen Year Locusts Are Coming. 

Mr. Marlatt, like most of the agricultural 
department scientists, was born on a farm 
and became interested in insects as a farm- 
er's boy. He lived In Kansas when young 
and has witnessed two or three of the de- 
vastating grasshopper visitations there. He 
knows as much about the grasshopper and 
all other locusts as any man alive. 

Despite their periodicity, locusts of this ya- 
riety make their appearance in some part of 
the country practically every year. They are 
divided into broods, and Mr. Marlatt has 
looked up the period of every one. There 
were seventeen year locusts last year in a 
dozen states— Massachusetts being the most 
easterly, Georgia the most southerly, and 
Illinois the most westerly. 

The coming of the broods in future years 
has been worked out in the Mariatt bulletin 
till 1914.

All merchants are students of human na- 
ture, and Jimmie, true to his calling, made it 
a point to know the men and women with 
whom he dealt. He didn't bother about 
knowing their names, because that was not 
ag necessary as a thorough knowledge of 
their natures and tastes. ‘He early learned 
what the mejority of present day newsboys 
have not yet found out, and that is, that the 
average man or woman does not Uke to look

Began to Stay His Customers. 

At first Jimmie worked in.the downtown 
district, but he soon picked out a better loca- 
tion in an outlying part of the city, where he 
Worked up a sort of delivering and selling 
business. That is, he had a number of cus- 
tomers to whose homes he regularly deliv- 
ered the morning and afternoon papers and 
then, to fill in the day, he had a stand at an 
important transfer corner where he sold 
papers to those who bought them from day 
to day rather than subscribe. for any one 
paper regularly.

car as he turned the pages, he did not asso- 
ciate the convenience with Jimmie. Grad- 
ually, though, he noticed that every morning 
his paper was turned and folded the same 
way, and then he remarked to one of his 
friends whom he met on the car that this 
certainly was an accommodating newsboy. 

But the friend was not surprised, He also 
was a customer of Jimmie, and he had found 
out that the newsboy had learned in some 
way that his interest lay in sports. Every 
morning he had found his paber turned and 
folded to the sporting page, and he, like the 
broker, at first had supposed it was merely 
an accident and not business acumen on 
Jimmie’s part. The broker thought it was 
the funniest thing he ever had heard of, and 
that day he told all his board of trade friends 
about it. Having a good income of his own, 
and appreciating the extra attention that 
was given him by the newsboy, the broker 
soon formed the Rabit of slipping Jimmie a 
quarter as he hurried on to his office. And 
the beauty of it was that this quarter came 
to him as a reward of merit and not ag a tip.

Extra Attention Doubled Business. 

Jimmie knew that he was giving the broker 
something he wanted and for which he was 
willing to pay.

Then sometimes I get a ready made waist 
at a sale. For instance, last summer I got a couple 
of finely tucked tailored ones that were on sale at

than to have two and one of them worse than the 
other. I made these do for shirt waists, and one 
or two nice waists which ordinarily would have cost 
a great deal I got at a wholesale price which made 
them come to about $7. I had_only two of these in

long coveted as a piece of hesehold furniture. It 
was an awful job to get. through with that, and I 
thought I never would get it paid,” admits the 
beautiful woman. The time of payment seemed in- 
terminable, and at times the*tax almost insupport- 
able. Many a time she would have given up if she 
could have found some one who would take it off 


ner hands at a not too great sacrifice. The person 


could not be found and she stuck to it, never but 
twice falling to make payments promptly. 

Insurance costing only 95 cents a month she took 
out at 19 for her mother’s benefit. Her mother also 
makes her suits and dresses or superintends and 
helps a little dressmaker in making them. 

Della Carson does her shopping with the other 
girls at the noon hour, watching bargains closely. 
It is part of the code to tell each other when there 
is anything good to be had in the way of the neces- 
sities and with this way of passing the news on, 
stockings, handkerchiefs, and underwear—such as 
are not made at home—are secured at half prices. 

The trip to New York was taken on a par, where 
friends were fvisited and the theater trips mostly 
are by way of voung friends, except when it is an 
inexpensive seat at one of the lower priced theaters.

But later on, when she was in 
young girlhood and had begun to show some of the 
beauty that now so distinguishes her, I am not sure 
but that I had notions that she some day would at- 
tract widespread attention because of her appearance. 

“As she grew and developed and her beauty in- 
creased with each week of her life that passed, this 
opinion became more and more firmly rooted, both with 
myself and my younger daughters; and when Della 
was selected to head the list of competitors in the 
beauty contest neither I nor they were surprised great- 
ly. We were overjoyel, of course; but we felt that 
the dear girl had received no more than her due.” 

This, to the reader who is not favored with the ac-

Illinois Girl from Birth. 


Alton, III., is the original home of the family. 
There Miss Della Carson, winner of the first prize in 
the contest, was born a little over twenty-three years 
ago. There the family resided until Miss Carson was 
6 years old, when the father died. The father had been 
a working man, supporting his family well, but not in 
a fashion to leave it provided for after his demise. 

Mrs. Carson, left alone in the world with three small 
children, came to Chicago to make her own way in the 
world. That she was able to do this is a pardonable 
matter of pride with her, and something in which Della 
had a large and active share. For four years, or until 
she was 10 years of age, Della remained with her 
mother in the city. The mother conducted a boarding 
and rooming house on the north side at this time. 
Della went to school and was a member of the Moody 
church Sunday school class. 

At about this time a grandmother, residing in Alton, 
asked Mrs. Carson to allow Della to come and live 
with her. This was done, so it was in Alton that Miss 
Carson spent the latter part of her school Mfe. She 
lived with her grandmother until she graduated from 
the common school, which sne did when she was 18 
years of age.

Earned Own Living at 1/5. 


When she was 14 she returned to the city to again 
live with her mother, and by this time she was a 
“great big girl,” and already had begun to think and 
plan about making her own living. She had decided 
to become a stenographer. Unwilling to ask her mother 
to assist her to the tuition necessary to prepare her- 
self for such a position, she set about to earn it her- 
self. She secured an office position where she earned 
enough to permit her to pay for a course in stenog- 
raphy. 

The course required a year to complete. At 15 she 
was a competent stenographer, and then she secured 
her first positions in such capacity. Ever since this 
early age, when most girls are at school, she has been 
self-supporting. She has worked for eight years, and 
for the greater part of this time, in addition to pro- 
viding for herself, she has been one of the main sup- 
ports of the family. She has held two permanent po- 
sitions, one of four years’ duration and the other of 
three. For the other year she had two permanent posi- 
tions, making in all four places where she has been 
employed. 

It is in her home that Miss Carson must be studied 
if she fully is to be appreciated. The Carson home 
on Diversey boulevard is the typical six room fiat 
home of the average Chicago family. It is neither 
more prosperous in appearance or more lacking in com- 
forts and conveniences than thousands of similar 
homes to be found among the city’s workers. It is 
on the second floor of a modest building in a modest 
néighborhod. It is furnished well, not ornately nor 
expensively. But the indefinable signs that testify 


that a home is a home in the sanest, best sense of the 


word, are to be found here in abundance. The taste 
of the older daughters, Della and Blanche, and the 
neatness and energy of the mother and her assistant 
housekeeper, Helen, are exampled in every part of the 
decorations of the flat. Della and Blanche, who is 19, 
are employed downtown; the mother and 16 year old 
Helen do the housework.

«a Spends Her Evenings at Home. 

A piano which Della bought and paid for while earn- 
ing a salary of $10 a week is the costly item of the 
house’s furnishings. But Della herself is the center 
of the little home. The oldest sister is the adviser 
as well as the idol of her younger sisters, and the 
mother is the confidant and adviser of all. It is a 
quiet family circle. The girls all are home loving and 
the mother happy in the possession of such a bevy of 
charming daughters. All find the society of their own 
home more cheerful than that of others: and despite 
the innumerable opportunities to go out and partake of 
social pleasures which her beauty brings her, Della 
leaves her home but seldom after returning from her 
day's work. The sitting room of the flat is the favor- 


ite spot of the whole family. Here they spend their 


evenings together, glad of the chance to be together 
after the parting of the day. 

Miss Carson is a shrewd judge of human nature. 
None of the flattery which menfolk bestow upon her 
Serves to turn her head in the least. Men come and 
go, but she goes her way serene and undisturbed by 
their passing. 

“Don't pay too much attention to what the men 
tell you,” she advises her sisters. “It’s natural for 
them to say pretty things when they want to be pleas- 
ant; and they may not mean them at all. The chances 
are they don’t. Let them talk, but don’t let their 
flighty remarks about your beauty affect you in the 
least.”

Masher in Chain Gang a Pleasing Sight. 

“The spectacle of a masher in the chain gang, clean- 
ing the streets where he roamed so long as a social 
highwayman, would be particularly pleasing to the eye 
of womanhood in the shopping center, where woman is 
so often annoyed.

But, blind himself as he is, he needs 
to be taken only once to the home of a 
new addition to the class, after which, on 
the brightest day or the blackest night, he finds his way 
alone in street cars, up steps, and down steps to the 
door bells of these homes, where so many of his pupils 
already can do almost anything else than read a boox 
printed according to the Braille characters. | 

For example, there is Mrs. Bell at 159 Forty-sixth 
place, who for years has been making her own clothes, 
sewing on buttons, working buttonholes, cooking and 
baking, and keeping house for her son, yet only in the 
last few weeks has she begun learning to read a book 
in raised characters, and under the tuition of Mr. Com- 
stock she has surprised herself. 

O., I don't think I ever could learn! was Mrs. Bell’s 
first comment when the philanthropy department of the 
club first suggested to her the pleasure which she 
might find in reading books for the blind.

Learning to Read in a Month. 

But, in the experience of Mr. Comstock, this is the 
common expression of the adult blind person who first 
is confronted with the possibilities of mastering the 
Braille alphabet.

The work of teaching was instituted on Dec. 1. One 
of Mr. Comstock’s pupils chances to be his grandmother, 
who is learning with all the interest of a woman of half 
ber years.

reported cases of blindness in homes. There is the first 
difficulty of inducing the prospective pupil that he or 
she is able to master the touch system of reading. There 
is the sensitiveness of the blind and the children 
of the blind, and, again, many of ‘those who 
might be willing to try to learn are occupied at 
work all day and feel that they could not find the 
time for lessons. The “blind teaching the blind” is the 
ideal condition in this work. That the teacher himself 
is blind brings reassurance to a doubting pupil, while 
in most cases the blind instructor may find occupation 
which both holds his interest and is a.means towards 
his own self-support. 

By far the greater number of the adult blind in Chi- 
cago who do not know how to read became blind after 
maturity and after they had received at least a common 
school education. Most of these have developed the 
other senses until, as a physical fact, the capable one 
learns to’ read in a few weeks. Librarian Frederick Hild 
of the Ghicago Public library will codperate with the 
Chicago Woman's elub to the extent of a first purchase 
of $150 of new books printed according to the Braille 
system, s the work progresses the hope is for fur- 
ther appropriations for these books for the blind. 

The work of the club in no sense is charity save as 
those unable to pay and desiring to learn may take ad- 
vantage of the opportunity. Accordingly, as one is able, 
50 cents counts as great as $50 in the encéuragement 
of the work.

One of Officer MeGeognegan's twenty-six years on

and constitution. One year ago last June Chicagoans 
read in their newspapers about a remarkable attempt 
that was made to rob the grocery store and meat 
market of David Shantz, on West Forty-seventh 
On that occasion a trio of desperate high-

The meat market in which Shantz was 
own to have kept approximately $5,000 was within 
afew hundred yards of the stockyards police station, 
and the noise of the explosion, which the robbers 
tried to deaden by piling sacks of flour around the 
gafe, was so terrific that people a mile away were 
aroused from their slumber.

Behind him he heard the clatter 
of the patrol wagon, but without waiting for the 
assistance he knew he would need the brave officer 


drew his revolver and ordered the robbers to throw 
‘up their hands. 


For a reply one of the men, all of whom were 
heavily armed, stepped quickly behind a telephone 
pole and as the officer approached he raised his 
Weapon and fired. The bullet struck MeGeoghegan 
in the mouth, knocking three of his teeth out and 
burying itself in the base of his tongue. Still unable 
td see his antagonists on account of the dense smoke, 
the policeman pressed on in an effort to capture the 
foebbers, and again the desperado fired.. This time the 
Bullet crashed into the officer's upraised arm, shat- 


tering the bone and severing the main artery. Trans- 


ferring his revolver to his other hand, McGeoghegan 
hurried after the rétreating robbers and was about to 
overtake them when, overcome by the lose of blood 
from his wounded arm, he sank unconscious on the 
sidewalk. 
8 
Beaten with Heavy Iron Bar. 

It was then that he received the injury which 
nearly resulted in his death and from which he was 
more than a year in recovering. As he fell one of the 
robbers, safely protected by the darkness, hurried 


back to his pursuer’s prostrate form and, with a heavy 


iron bar which he carried, struck McGeoghegan sev- 
eral times on the head. 

Several minutes later when the other policemen 
from the stockyards station, who had run to the scene 
of the explosion, found him, McGeoghegan was almost 
dead from loss of blood and the terrible fractures of 
his skull. Tenderly they lifted him into an ambu- 
lance. and as quickly as possible he was removed to 
the Provident hospital. There it was found, on ex- 


amination, that six bullets had entered his body, one 


ef which had pierced his lung and another his arm, 
and that his skull was badly fractured in several 
places. The physicians at the hospital told the am- 
bulance men that he could not possibly survive his 
that his death was only a matter of 
hours, probably minutes. At the station this infor- 
mation had a depressing effect and in the neighbor- 
hood where McGeoghegan had traveled beat so many 
years there was a general feeling of indignation when 
the extent of his injuries became known. For weeks 
he hovered between life and death, until his rugged 
eonstitution asserted itself, and then he slowly re- 
covered. Several weeks after he was shot the hos- 
pital ed beit eut his throat open and removed the 


injuries and 


flattened bullet that had lodged in his tongue. From 
that time om he gained in strength, and it was 4 
happy day in the stockyards when, a year later, the 
brave policeman was seep about the streets again. 
Wventually the men who had figured in the Shantz 
robbery were arrested and each was subsequently 
sentenced to fourteen years in the penitentiary.

Run Over by Railroad Train. 


On Dec. 1, 1904, Officer McGeoghegan was run over 
by a train. Just how he escaped death on that oc- 
easlon he does not know, nor can any of the men 
who were with him throw any light on the mystery. 
Lewis Rhinehardt, who was driving the patrol wagon 
at the time, was thrown under the wheels and lost 
one of his legs, and three other men, who also were 
in the wagon, suffered minor injuries. McGeoghegan, 
who was standing on the rear steps of the patrol 
when a Chicago Junction freight. train crashed into it 
at Central avenue, in the stockyards, was thrown di- 
rectly under the wheels and missed death only by the 
fraction of an inch. Some of the men who saw him 
remember that he caught the axle of one of the car 
wheels just as he was about to be crushed, and that 
he supported himself while the train dragged him 
several yards. Finally, when the train stopped, the 
Officer’s companions ran to his assistance, and after 
a half hour’s struggle they got him unwound fram 
It took MeGeoghegan three 
months to recover from that accident and even yet 
he feels an occasional twitch in his back and shoul- 
ders as a result of the severe strain to which they 
were put by his experience under the freight train. 


x * 
Narrow Escapes During Railroad Strike. 
In the great railroad strike of 1886, McGeoghegan, 
then 2 young man and comparatively new in the serv- 
ice, saw some of his roughest experiences. Every 


“ 3 (4 
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night the policemen from the stockyards and adjoin- 
ing stations were summoned from their regular beats 
to disperse a mob of striking railroad men, and Mc- 
Geoghegan says he had so many narrow escapes dur- 
ing that trying period that he has forgotten which 
one was the most thrilling. One night, he said, he 
was sitting in the station waiting for something to 
happen when a telephone message informed the desk 
sergeant that a number of strikers were seen to enter 
the yards at Fortieth and Halsted streets, and that 
from their appearance it was probable that mischief 
was in the air. With several companions McGeoghe- 
gan filled his belt with an extra supply of ammuni- 
tion and started for the scene of the expected trou- 
ble. In less than five minutes from the time they 
left the station the police officers saw a red glare in 
the sky above the railroad yards, and at once they 
knew that’ more cars had been set on fire and that 
they would be called upon to scatter one of the usual 
large and belligerent crowds that always collected on 
such occasions. 


* * 
Set Upon by an Angry Mob. 

When they reached the yards it was found neces- 
sary to fire several shots into the air to frighten ‘the 
growing mob that had gathered to watch the blaze. 
This angéred the strikers, among whom the word was 
spread that the policemen had fired on the women 
and children, and in a few minutes the officers were 
engaged in a hand to hand conflict with the railroad- 
ers. In this fight McGeoghegan was separated from 
his companions and in the excitement he lost his re- 
volver. At this the strikers were jubilant, for the 
reason that, next to the railroad companies, they 
hated the blue clad officers of the law more than any 
one else. McGeoghegan was set upon by a great mob 
of angered men and women and dragged and beaten

for several yards before it was decided to release 
him. Some in the crowd wanted to kill the police- 
man, and they would have done so had not some of 
the more conservative strikers interfered to save him. 
Hours later the young policeman was found uncon- 
scious on the railroad tracks, with his club and his 
revolver gone and his uniform torn to shreds. At the 
hospital where he was taken it was learned that he 
had sustained several bone fractures and that he was 
severely cut and bruised on all parts of his body. 
Several weeks elapsed before he was able to leave 
the hospital to renew the struggle between the rail- 
road men and the police.

Kicked and Beaten. by Strikers. 

During the last big stockyards strike McGeoghe- 
gan was attacked by a mob of strikers and their 
sympathizers and nearly killed before assistance 
reached him.

the yards, and as he was passing through an alley one 
of the strikers hurled a brick at him. The missile 
was true to its aim and McGeoghegan was stretched 
cold in his tracks. In the darkness he was mistaken 
for a nonunion man, and when the word spread 
among the strikers that one had been knocked sense- 
less in an alley a crowd collected ready to kill him. 
Several times he was kicked and beaten by the angry 
stockyards men, and it was not until he was acci- 


dentally turned over, so the rioters could see his star, 


that the punishment stopped. When he was found 
by the wagon men, by whom he had not been missed 
until they returned to the station, he was bleeding 
from several deep cuts about the head and body. 
Once again the brave officer was carried to his bed, 
where he lay for several weeks. 


Officer McGeoghegan says that if he had a dollar for 
every bullet he has dodged, to sdy nothing of the 
ones he has stopped, he would be a rich man. He 
has been fired at and missed so many times by high- 
waymen and thieves that he has grown to have as 
much contempt for their marksmanship as he hag for 
their calling, and that is a good deal. 

Once in an alley between Forty-sixth and Forty- 
seventh streets, near Ashland avenue, a burglar whom 
he had cornered in a two story building leaned out 
of.a window and fired point blank at him six, times. 
The shooting was all done so quickly that McGeoghe- 
gan had no time to draw his own revolver, and as 
the distance between him and the man for whom he 
was acting as an involuntary target was less than 
fifteen, yards, he expected momentarily to be killed. 
With every pull of the burglar’s trigger he heard a 
bullet whistle over his head or around his ars, and 
when finally the last bullet saw him standing un- 
harmed in the yard in front of the house t burglar 
of such bungling aim drew back and with all h 
might hurled the empty weapon at his pursuer. By 
the irony of fate, but with no great damage to Me- 
Geoghegan, the revolver carried true and peeled the 
skin from the officer’s Knee. 

McGeoghegan has stopped so many runaway horses 
that he lost track of the number long ago. More 
than once he was dragged through the street by a 
frightened animal that he had seized by the bits, and 
on one occasion he was run over by a truck when 
he tried to stop the runaway horses by which it was 
drawn. Fortunately the vehicle was without a load 
and to this fact alone the officer probably owes his 
life. The rear wheels of the wagon passed directly 
over his chest and it was thought for awhile that one 
of his ribs had penetrated his lungs. McGeoghegan 
was laid up several days with that injury, and it was 
due only to his great constitution that he was not per- 
manently hurt.

Thrilling Adventures with Anarchists. 

Shortly before he was injured in the railroad riots 
of 1886 McGeoghegan had an exciting experience with 
the west side anarchists and came near to losing his 
life. Just previous to the outbreak of the rede, in 
which seven policemen were killed and a score of 
others injured, McGeoghegan was sent with several 
companions to keep an eye on the operations of the 
west side disturbers. At one of their meetings he 
tried to disperse some of the more radical members 
of the society and was at once attacked by several 
men and overpowered. Drawing his revolver, he tried 
to shoot the ringleaders in the attack against him 
and the other officers, but could not do so for the 
reason that ke was pinioned against the wall by one 
of the burly anarchists. In the excitement the lights 
were turned out, and how McGeoghegan got out of 
the hall with only the loss of his helmet is more than 
he could understand. During the Haymarket riot 
McGeoghegan had his hands full with the striking 
rallroaders on the south side, and for that reason 
alone was prevented from participating in the most 
memorable affair in the annals of Chicago policemen.~ 

McGeoghegan has figured in any number of res- 
cues at fires, drownings, and accidents. Once, in a 
park lagoon, he waded out over his head in an effort 
to save a boy who had got beyond his depth, and 
was himself almost drowned before he got out of the 
water. So frightened was the boy for whom the 
policeman risked his life that he nearly strangled his 
rescuer before they reached the shore,

been stationed ever since he entered the service, he 
is known as a bluff, good-natured officer, a favorite 
with his fellow officers and in the district where he 
is so extensively known. When he was recovering in 
the hospital from the injuries he sustained In the 
Shantz robbery, the station telephone was kept busy 
answering queries as to his condition, and when it 
was definitely learned that he was sure to get out of 
the hospital there was great rejoicing along the 
stockyards streets where he is best known. Recently 
Office McGeoghegan's wife died, and he has lived 
since with his children, John, Anthony, Nellie, and Mar- 
garet, in their home at Forty-seventh and Halsted

U.S. * ORDERS FORECLOSURE 
ON $16,824,680 “MORTGAGE. 


Properties of Transfer and Terminal 
Concern Inelude Grand Central 
Passenger Station at Harrison 
Street—Ownership Is Invested in 
Many Ratiroads — Probable Pur- 
chaser Not Known—Death Knell of 
Belt Lines Foreshadowed. 


If nothing intervenes, the entire property 
of the Chicago Terminal Transfer railroad 
will be sold on April 23 to the highest bidder, 
by order of the United States Circuit court, 
to satisfy a mortgage indebtedness of $16,- 
824, 

Properties of the company consist of the 
Grand Central Passenger station at Harri- 
son street and Fifth avenue, terminals, and 
switching tragks extending from Mayfair, in 
Cook county, through Leyden, Proviso, Ly- 
ons, Worth, Thornton, and Bloom counties 
to Chicago Heights, with a branch extend- 
ing into Indiana to Whiting and Clark Junc- 
tion. There are also engines, rolling stock, 
and buildings. 

Ownership of the properties is invested in 
the Baltimore and Ohio railroad, Pere Mar- 
quette railroad company, Chicago, Milwau- 
kee and St. Paul railway company, Pennsyl- 
vania company, Chicago and Great Western, 
Suburban railroad company, Aurora, Elgin 
and Chicago railway, Chicago Title and 
Trust company, Chicago Heights Land asso- 
ciation, Chicago Heights Terminal Transfer 
railroad company, South Chicago and South- 
ern railway company, and Manufacturers’ 
Junction railway company, Trustees under 
the mortgage are the United States Trust 
company of New York and John Stewart. 


Probable Purchaser Not Known. 

The probable purchaser of the property 
could not be learned. Inquiry among ex- 
ecutive officers of companies interested failed 
to elicit even a guess as to the future of the 
property. There seems to bea feeling among 
operating officials that the days of outside belt 
lines are numbered. To substantiate their 
belief they refer to recent legislation, par- 
ticularly reciprocal demurrage bills now be- 
fore congress and state legislatures, the pas- 
sage of which would compel beit lines to pur- 
chase enormous amounts of equipment or 
give up their property. For this reason some 
advance the belief the trustees will be com- 
pelled to buy in the property and get a reval- 
uation. 

The Chicago Terminal Transfer railroad 
company has outstanding $15,140,000 first 
mortgage bonds on which it defaulted inter- 
est on Jan. 1, 1905, and on every semi-annual 
payment day since. John T. Faithorn was 
appointed receiver, and has managed the 
property under the jurisdiction of the court 
since the first interest payment was de- 
faulted, In February, 1906, trustees under 
the mortgage, the United States Trust com- 
pany of New York and John A. Stewart, filed 
their bill of foreclosure in the United States 
District court of Illinois. As part of the prop- 
erty was situated in Indiana, ancillary pro- 
ceedings were instituted in the United States 
Circuit gourt of Indiana immediately follow- 
ing the decision of Judge Kohisaat Thursday 
morning. 

Find Total Debt $16,824,689. 

The bill was referred to the master in 
chancery. Answers of the several defendants 
and the master, after ascertaining how much 
was due and what contracts and agre. ments 
were prior to the mortgage and could not be 
disposed of by the foreclosure proc edings, 
were reported to the court. On these the 
court entered a decree of foreclosure and 
sale, finding due, including principal and 
interest, $16,824,689.78. It further decreed 
that, unless the terminal company or some- 
body in its interest, paid the amount due by 
the decree within twenty days, the prop- 
erty be sold by the master in chancery, after 
six weeks of advertising, to the highest and 
best bidder. 


GIRL STUDENT AT BOWDOIN 
FIRST IN SCHOOL’S HISTORY. 


Miss Irish Only One of Her Sex at 
College—But Is Not Allowed to 
Take Regular Course. 


Boston, Mass., Feb. 23.—[Special.]—A de- 
mure little miss of 18 has violated all the 
sacred traditions of Bowdoin college by tak- 
ing part of the regular course there, and now, 
for the first time in its history, the college 
boasts of a woman student. 

And the woman who has intruded Into the 
circle once solely for males is Miss Bertha F. 
Irish of Bowdoinham, Me., a little village 


eight miles from Brunswick.

NEW v. M. c. A. HOME IN CHINA. 


Will Be Memorial to Robert Morrison, 
Who Sailed for Orient in 1807— 
To Cost $100,000. 


New York, Feb. 23.—[Special.]—Y. M. C. A. 
headquarters here are interested in the fact 
that the largest missionary center in China 
will erect a building to cost $100,000. 

It came about in this way: Robert Morri- 
son sailed for China is 1807, and all China is 
celebrating the centenary of Protestant mis- 
sions in the empire. The Canton missionary 
conference, representing thirteen mission 
boards and societies of America, Europe, and 
Australasia, undertook to erect in Canton, 
where he lived and died, a building as a me- 
morial to Morrison. It was unanimously de- 
cided to give the building to the international 
committee, to be held in trust for the Canton 
association. A secretary has been appointed 
for Canton, F. O. Leiser, wno is now at Hong- 
kong, learning the language. 

This Morrison memorial building movement 
has be indorsed by the missionaries of 
southern, central, and northern China in their 
various gatherings, and the Chinese Chris- 
tians are taking the matter up and pushing 
the subscriptions heartily. At a meeting of 
Chinese Christians of Canton $7,000 was 
raised. Chinese ladies sent up their gold 
rings. Sir Robert Hart of Peking has sub- 
scribed $1,000, and the canvass goes on. John 
Lake, a former association secretary, now a 
missionary in Canton, was sent around the

STRIKING NEW EFFECTS IN LEATHER. 


HB flippant rhyme of Mother Goose days is 
recalled in looking over the things of a 
fashionable woman motorist and tailormade 
enthusiast. In half a dozen or more of 
these outfits she veritably is “done up in 
leather,“ from leather motor coats to beau- 
tifully embroidered suede waistcoats and cuffs, collars, 


stocks, bindings, strappings, belts and trimmings in- 
cluding the wide topped gloves in brown and tan, 
which no longer pretend to be “kid.” 

These are leather in what tan and hide is guessed 
at, rather than known, and a word of warning to 
those who buy is that ordinary glove processes will 
not do for cleaning. 

The pliable quality of new leathers is such that 
dress makers can handle them as easily as cloth, and 
this also gives wide scope to the designers of toilet 
accessories, 

*s *s 

Wide, soft belts are plaited into a slender long 
buckle at the back and finished with a buckle in 
the front to correspond are popular. Coral and topaz 
and amethyst and cameos are mounted on leather belts 
in dull shades, which make the best of all back- 
grounds for the shades in semi-precious stones. 

Often the smartness of the belt depends upon the 
leather work, rather than upon the buckle, and skins 
of different colors and different finish are combined 
with great success. Patent is effective with dull 
finished leather, and some of the prettiest of the new 
belts are made of soft black patent leather, with cut 
work designs over dull white kid. 

The best of these models is comparatively narrow 
at the back and widens into a deep dip at the front. 
Another patent leather belt has a line of gold leather 
let in along the middle of the belt, with a slender 
gold slide at the back and corresponding buckle 
in front. Another fashion is a belt of one leather run 
through with narrow strips and laces of contrasting 
leather. Altogether, the possessor of any pretty 
buckles or slides cannot do better than to work out 
her own belt to go in them, having it accurately fitted 
as to the distance of the holes—a thing next to im- 
possible to get right in buying.

Tan and russet shoes will be more popular then 
ever this year, it is predicted, and they will be worn 
with early summer suits of white and navy serge, 
accompanied by corresponding delt and wrinkled 
gloves. The Biarritz gloves are shown for the longer 
sleeved tailormades, and geome of them are furnished 
with tiny change pockets on the wrists. Some are 
finished with a band of gauging and others have a 
narrow strap and tiny buckle set on the inside of the 
glove. These are for wear only with the long sleeves, 
and all gloves to be fashionable should be much longer 
than needed and worn wrinkled, never drawn tightly 
over the arm.

Lena Ashwell's breakdown and sudden 
cancellation: of her American’ tour do not 
constitute the fret time that players have 
been stricken in the theater or on the stage 
itself and have suffered severe fllness and 
sometimes death itself as a consequence. 

It was only a few weeks ago that Bertha 
Kalich, playing the older Friedlander girl 
ia The Kreutzer Sonata, resumed her tour. 
For weeks she kad lain in a hospital conva- 
leseing from an attack of appendicitis from 
which it was thought at first that she would 
not recover. 

John McCullough was strickén down as he 
was playing Virsinlus on the stage of 
Mc Vicker’s. theater in this city. In this the- 
ater all the glants of the drama have ap- 
peared. McCullough in his'day was the 
prime and especial favorite. For several 
days preceding his collapse he had been in 
wretched health. The night that be went 
to pleces he was on the stage playing his 
part. 

Henry Irving was, as every one knows, 
struck down in a. provincial town in England 
while he was playing Thomas A Becket in 
Tennyson's play of the same name. The de- 
tails of his death were supplied by several 
members of his company who visited Chicago 
not long ago-as members of the company of 
7 ee JH.

In St. Louls Miss 
Walsh went all to pleces. She had to go with- 
out playing several nights, although by the 
time she got to New York she was in good 


shape.

That is.the way that William Scanian, the 
predecessor (greater thaf all his followers) 
of Olcott, Mack, and the rest, went, and other 
actors and actresses have trodden the same

There was once a time when those players 
who were to play emotional roles got them- 
selves into the fit condition by copious pota- 
tions of brandy, or whisky, or wine. 

About the old actors, it is no unusual thing 
—— learn from their biographies that they

Sarah.Bernhardt 
in New Surprises. 


PARIS.—{Special Correspondence.) — The 
great ‘success just achieved by Sarah Bern- 
hardt as a hunchback in Les Bouffons” 
is but another instance of the great actress’ 
versatility. Indeed, she likes to have a finger 
in every pie, and she is interested in all sub- 
jecta under the sun. Like so many other 
people who have made their mark, the di- 
virte Sarah's’ success came through failure, 
for- her first appearance, when she was 17, 
at the Comédie Francaise, was so disastrous 
that her ambition seemed crushed; but only 
for a time, when, phoenix like, she rose with 
renewed vigor from amid the ruins of her 
defeat to make her reappearance with great 
success. And since then she has never 
looked back. 

> 

Her whole career has been such a stirring 
and eventful one that a world of anecdote 
eurrounds her personality. Much of. this is 
connected with her.eccentrigity, for, being 
a genius, she has naturally e leaning to- 
wards the odd and the bizarre. She has 
horsewhipped a woman who ineulted her, she 
secured a princess for her daughter-n-law, 
she often sleeps in @ silk lined coffin, which 
she carries about with her, and some of her 
animal pets have been of an unusual kind, 
ranging from a tame tigress to an opossum. 
Other of her freaks were to wander about 
Paris in masculine attire and to, tear through 
the streets in the wee mu hours on a fire

Sarah Bernhardt takes her work so much 
in earnest shat those around her catch muon 
of. her enthusiasm. It has been said that 
when playing ‘ Lorenzaccig,” the scene 
where she practices with the fencing mas 
ter baffles description, and her companion on 
the stage used to be really afraid. But per- 
haps something of the spell she caste over 
her audience is well shown by a mournful 
little tragedy which took place in Paris some 
years ago. A clerk in a mercantile house 
never falled to attend the theater whenever 
Mme. Bernhardt played, and at length hé 
appeared to have fallen in love with the ac- 
tress, and told: her so in a letter, which of 
course was not answered.

portant item in the year’s expenditures. Each 
year adds other uses of the photograph. 
On more than one occasion productions 


have been halted in the midst of active re- 


hearsals while the photographer begins his 
task. His knowledge’ of newspaper de- 
mands, the various frames to be filled, the 
artistic special effects, and, lastly, the ap- 
propriation must be considered. He must 
attempt sometimes to gratify the personal 
wishes of some particular ster or galaxy ot 
chorus beauties. A pieture must be attrac- 
tive, tell a story. and display individuality 
which distinguishes it from all others. 

If the play makes a pronounced success 


| orders for rush work must be filled befitting 


the attraction. A. great amount of picture 
might have been printed in anticipation of 
success, and a dismal ‘failure means a com- 
plete loss. 

Usually prominent actors visit private stu- 
dios for personal photographs, such as are 
used for distribution among friends and ad- 
mirers. Cabinets are quoted at $18 per 100 
for this use. They seldom are taken : 2 
acter, prefering straight pictures. 
teur artists have made reputations in one 
jump by a single exposure of a famous star. 
Many lesser lights are attracted to galleries 
where notables gather. This is done for the 
publicity won by a well known  photog- 
pher's imprint on — card. 


The photographs 1 are the property 

of the business manager, who travels in ad- 
vance. Likewise many are handled by the 
press agent, ‘who liberally supplies all news- 
papers. The dramatic editors and those se- 
lecting pictures for publication desire photos 
of attractive women, making the placing of 
men’s pictures a difficult proposition. The 
use of zinc etchings, halftones, and litho- 
graphs reduces photo bills greatly. 
A company must carry 500 pictures for 
frames. These cost from 50 cents to $1 each. 
A liberal supply is constantly on hand when 
frames are lost, broken, or photographs 
show weather effect. Each newspaper must 
have an assortment furnished by the at- 
traction for advance announcements. Spe- 
cial stories demand many varieties. In the 
larger cities each paper .must be supplied 
with exclusive printe. Each city visited dur- 
ing a season's travel has its numerous col- 
lectors who obtain pictures by clever ruses. 
Special friends desire attractive pictures, 
and various managers always are ready to 
add to their library. The photographer 
sometimes makes a freak pose, a new 
process, or develops a novelty. Each has a 
tendency to create large demands for dis- 
tribution. Pictures are never returned. Pro- 
vision is always made to guard ‘from. pre- 
senting the last one like it“ Circus sub- 
jects, attractive chorus girls, and stars of 
importance are titles never returned.

The photographer of dramatic productions 


is the more fortunate. After contracting the 
original -production’s supply he can accept 
orders from a second company or a third 
season's company, although the aggregation 
is another list of players. For years follow- 
igg he 1s filling orders from stock companies 
for the same pley. 

The copyright law is a great detriment. 
Few now offer pictures copyrighted. Many 
restricted the use of their efforts a few 


years ago. Rather than take chances of: 


trouble many papers refuse to publish de- 
cidedly artistic pictures owing to the copy- 
right insertion on each print. Few stars pro- 
tect their pictures in this manner from patent 
remedy. a@vertisers. Few. object to free pub- 
licity if used with discretion.

Stars have gained attention through at- 
tractive pictures. Anna Held’s picture once 
adorned thousands of homes. Julia Marlowe 
at the present utilizes a photo taken several 
years ago. She is portrayed in a happy mood. 
Ethel Barrymore and Mrs. Fiske are known 
by. their popular profiles.

Mabel Barrison's baby 
pictures found their way into countless 
homes. Five hundred dollars is a low esti- 
mate for a season’s supply, while 61, 200 can 
be easily spent.

ingredient of success on the stage is more 
marked this season, than it has been for some 
time, and in its operations it presents queer- 
er features than have been connected with 
it for quite a while. The artistic tempera- 


ment is that peculiar quality that urges” 


prima donne not to sing when there fs an 
overflowing house and the manager is almost 
wild. It.is responsible for the fact that most 
actors. think more of, themselves than they 
do of anybody else. It has ramifications and 
entanglements, activities, and devices en- 
tirely apart from anything else with which 
the stage has to do. 

It was the artistic temperament for in- 
stance that cost Arnold Daly a lot of money 
this year. He stood out against the Schu- 
berts, his managers, because they wanted to 
charge a dollar and.a half instead of two 
dollars a seat in the theater in Philadelphia 
where he was booked to appear. 

Tam a two dollar attraction,“ was the 
edict of the temperamental Mr. Daly. 

The result? He went into bankruptcy and 
vaudeville almost simultaneously, and lately 
he has had a series of fistic encounters with 
antagonists ranging from English actors up 
or down to cabmen.

Wilton Lackaye has the artistic temper- 
ament. He believes in saying what he thinks 
or what he thinks people would like to have 
him think. The result? His witticisms are 
quoted from one end of the country to an- 
other, and every time a friend stands up to 
defend him three enemies who have been 
hurt by Lackaye’s tongue stand forth to op- 
pose the friend. Sometimes the percentage 
of enemies to friends is even greater. 

Henry Lee, who does imitations of great 
me “vaudeville, has the artistic temper- 

ent. He has a pet dog to whom he talks 
AS a person would talk to a human being, 
and he maintains off the stage a pose as dig- 
nified and impressive as if he were playing 
A part. 

Richard Mansfield hae the artistic tem- 
perament, and while he pays the best sal- 
aries in the theatrical business and offers 
longer seasons than most stars, many of the 
people that work for him dislike him. While 
he is on the stage in any scene in which there 
is a mob one of his orders is that every eye 
shall be riveted upon him. In Peer Gynt.“ 
which he lately performed at the Grand 
opera house, he noticed one of the’ young 
women in the mob looking away from him. 
He went on playing his scene and left the 
stage with thunders of applause ringing in 
his ears. He called the heedless young 
woman to him, and instead of warning her 
to be more careful, or fining her, he said 
sharply: 

Get your salary, please, and don’t come 
back. 

The artistic temperament is responsible for 
the speeches which he has made to audiences 
in which he has criticised them sharply. 
Even John L. Sullivan had a trace of the ar- 
tistic temperament or something equally as 
good. In Charleston, S. C., he harangued 
an audience one night, telling them he was 
ready to whip any three citizens that would 
be good enough to step forward.

It was the artistic temperament, perhaps, 
that made Nat Goodwin omit a performance 
in Sacramento, Cal., in order that he might 
be in attendance at a certain physical cul- 
ture exercise that was held with six ounce 
gloves in San Francisco. The artistic tem- 
perament makes Mrs. Leslie Carter and 
Frederick Warde demand of their managers 
that a dressing tent shall be put up on the 
stage of each theater in which they play and 
that they be not asked to use the regular 
dressing rooms. The artistic temperament 
made poor Edward Morgan, one of the clev- 
erest actors that ever played in this coun- 
try, die before his time. He worked 
so hard that he was forced to stimula- 
tion, and he took too many stimulants like 
Lawrence Hanley and plenty of other fine 
actors whose brains seem to be hung on hair 
triggers. “‘ He walked beneath the stars. He 
slept beneath the sun. 
going. to do and died with nothing done,’ 
was the description that an English poet 
gave of one. of these possessera, of, the ar- 
tistic temperament, and that seems to fit 
many of them lie a glove. . 

Managers don't like the artistic tempera- 
ment because it makes the players hard to 
handle, but at the same time they say that 
the actor Who hasn't got some of it in hig 
composition never will bécome a great enough 
actor to amount to much. 


Gifts They Don’t Want. 


There have been some presentations of 
plays to actors. An English writer named 
Stanley presented Beerbohm Tree with eight 
plays and with permission to act any or all of 
which free of all charge.

In rephy you are informed that 
all drawings, raffies, guessing contests, and 
other schemes for the award of prizes de- 
pendent upon lot or chance, are held to be 
lotteries, and, therefore, in violation of the 
so-called postal fraud and lottery statutes. 
Matter of every kind of advertising or in any 
manner relating to such am enterprise ig of 
course unmailable. No ‘cofieerted movement’ 
has been made by the department ‘against 
‘plano houses which advertise pianos to be 
given away” by the meane of some scheme 
of lot or chance. They are simply treated in 
the same manner as other persons or com- 


panies engaged in the conduct of a lottery 
of any kind

The English Leschetizky 
defines as good musicians, but poor per- 
formers, with the head better developed than 
the heart. The Americans are more spon- 
taneous. Accustomed as they are to keep 
all their faculties alert, they have rapid tech- 
nical facility, but, says Leschetizky, they 
study more from a desire to make a business 
of music than for any love of the art. The 
Russians, in Leschetizky'’s opinion, stand in 
the highest rank. With prodigious technſt 
they possess musical passion, dramatic pow- 
er, and extraordinary virtuosity, and become 
marvelous executants when they have the 
patience to preserve to the end with their 
studies. The Pole, less impetuous than the 
Russian, tnclines mostly to the poetic side of 
music; his predominant gifts are originality, 
refinement, exquisite delicacy, and instinct 
of rhythm. The French Leschetizky com- 
pares to birds of passage who flit on high 
amid the clouds unconscious of what goes on 
below; in execution they are elegant, in- 
cisive, and phrase well. The Germans are 
remarkable for their seriousness, their pa- 
tience in noting the smallest particular, and 
they possess humble and deep seated love of 
their art, but their penetration leaves much 
to be desired. The Swedes possess much 
talent and are exceptionally sympathetic to 
Leschetizky, but he loves the Italians best 
of all, even though they never learn to play 
the plano really well. From the foregoing 
it will be seen that if Leschetizky’s pupils 
have learned much from him during all 
these years he has also learned something 
from them. The passage relating to Amer- 
icans hits home hard.
